— An  nnolBcial  letter  from  an  ollicer 
cannccted  with  the  irtedmen  s  atfairs  in  Mis- 
sissippi, receiredby  Maj.  Gen.  Howard,  says 
tliat  most  of  the  militia  now  being  organized 
in  that  State,  refuse  to  be  mustered  under  any 
other  ^cat<;  :lac,  and  oi^enly  proclaim  their  de- 
termmation  never  to  serve  in  any  capacity 
under  the  stars  and  stripes.  The  same  letter 
state*  that  regulary  organized  gangs  composed 
principally  of  returned  rebel  soldiers,  have 
been  tormcd  at  Vicksburg  and  other  places 
:n  that  State,  fur  the  purpose  of  embarrassing 
the  action  of  the  government  offlcial. 

— A  detachment  was  sent  by  General 
Thoma:.  to  .V'abam.i  in  search  of  stray  Gov- 
ernment cattle.  While  near  Galesville,  the 
squad,  in  command  of  Lieut.

T'i.e  witness  here  read  the  fol- 
lowini:  letter  a'  the  retort  rhich  he  had 
made :

AmirusowTm.k,  Ga.,  August  H,  18r>4. — 
Oenei-iil :  In  olx'tlicncc  to  your  order  of  the 
2Sih  of  July,  requesting  n-t  to  make  au  exam- 
ination ol  the  federal  iirison  :ind  hospital  at 
this  place,  and  to  ascertain  atid  report  to  you 
the  cause  of  disease  and  mort.ility  among  the 
prisoners,  and  the  measures  neci.ssary  to  pre- 
vent the  ^anie,  has  been  complied  nith,  and 
we  respectfully  si^imit  tbe  folluwin.u  causes  of 
disease  and  mortality : 

1st.  The  large  number  of  prisoners  crowded 
toirether. 

2d.  The  entire  absence  ol  all  vegetables  a^ 
diet  necessarv  iis  a  preventive  of  scurvy. 

.Id.  The  want  of  Imrraks  to  shelter  the 
pri.--oners  from  sun  and  rdn. 

4th.  The  inaddiuiite  supply  of  wood  anil 
water.

6th.  Tile  lilthy  condition  ol  th<    pri>on. 

7th.  The  morbid  emanations  from  Ihe 
branch  or  ratine  passing  through  the  prison, 
the  condition  ot  which  cannot  lie  l>f  tier  ex- 
plained than  by  naming  it  a  mass  of  human 
excrement  and  mud. 

I'reventi\e  measures  :  bt.  The  removal  im- 
mediatrly  from  the  prison  of  not  less  th.m 
1.3, IKK)  prisoners. 

2d.  Detail  a  sulPcient  number  ol  prisoners 
on  parole  to  culitvato  the  noiessaty  amount 
of  vegetables.  Vntil  this  can  be  carried  into 
practical  operation  the  apf>intracnt  of  agents 
along  the  diilerent  iailro;id  lines  to  purchase 
and  lorward  a  supply. 

,"d.  I'lic  immediate  erection  of  barrack  s  to 
shelter  the  pri.*ouers. 

Ith.  To  lurnish  the  necessary  'iiuntity  of 
wood,  and  have  wells  dug  to  supply  the  deff- 
ciencv  of  water. 

.7th.  Divide  the  prisoners  into  squads,  place 
each  sijiiad  un'lerasergcant.  lurni.'ih  necess.irv 
quantity  of  boap.  and  hold  the  sergeant  re- 
sponsible for  the  personal  cleanliness  of  his

mainder. The  Confederates  helped  them- 
selves and  there  was  nothing  left,  lie  was 
not  certain  whether  the  mounted  otlicer  was 
Capt.  Wir.:  or  not.  In  June  or  July,  ISrtl,  the 
witness  .Tud  a  young  fellow  named  I  nder- 
wood  of  the  I7ih  Indiana  cavalry,  his  own 
regiment,  went  to  the  sutler's  lent."  Wir..  was 
there.  Underwood  asked  for  something  to 
rub  li'>;  wound  with.  1  h--  ■-ii'br  saiil  he  r.tmld 
give  It  to  him,  when  Wiri  said,  "  No,  he  (  an- 
not  ha\e  il  unless  he  pays  mea  dollar."  I'n- 
dcrwood  gave  Wir..  his  only  money,  which 
wasa^lO  bill,  and  when  he  a>kcd  for  Ihe 
change  Wir.;  kiiKcd  him  out  o:  the  door 
Witness  was  put  in  the  stocks  tour  days  for 
attempting  to  escape.  He  knew  a  man  to  die 
in  the  stocks  in  August  or  September,  in  l.*^'"'!. 
Negroes  tocik  him  out  ot  the  stocks  alter  he 
was  dead,  threw-  the  bodv  into  a  wa<:on  and 
hauicd  it  olf.  Ifc  Aniie  ff'irz  to  shoot  a  yainy 
ftllotr  named  \l'm  t>tewnrl  belonging;  to  the 
9th  Minnesota  Infantrv;  he  and  the  "witness 
had  gone  outside  ot  the  stockade  with  dead 
l.>odies,  when  they  met  Capt.  Wir/  ;  he  asked 
where  they  had  i>een;  Stewart  told 
him.  Wir.;  said  no  more,  and  drew 
his  revolver  and  shot  him.  Witness  had  seen 
prisoners  crawling  on  their  hands  and  knees 
to  the  cars,  bayonetted  In-  the  guard,  when 
on  the  way  to  exchange.

He  was  with  dillicul- 
ty  restrained  by  the  officer  in  charge. 

The  Judge  Advocite,  appircntly  not  satis- 
tied  with  the  opponunity  which  the  wit- 
ness had  for  identification,  a.-ked  the 
prisoner  to  rise.

But  it  cannot  be  denied  that  in  the  earliest 
stages  of  making  tht;^e  pltttes  a  the  Trea.-ury 
greater  opiiorttiiuties  were  permitted  there 
for  the  .siirrepitiiious  eleitrotyping  th.an  at  any 
other  'iiiie  or  bv  any  other  parties.  The  honor 
and  inteie,-t  of  every  employee  of  the  curren- 
cy printiir^  bureau  lieing  so  signally  involved, 
it  is  hoped  that  everything  which  can  pos-iibly 
throw  light  udon  >o  impoifant  a  matter  will 
receive  a  mot  thorough  .-ifiing  in  the  inve.~- 
tiiiatuns  now  going  lor«ard.

(iES.  StLLV  A.    UIO  MEDICINE  MAX. 

When  Gen.  Sully  arrived  at  Fort  Berthold, 
C'H  the  return  of  his  present  Expedition,  all 
the  chicis  visited  him,  rc'iuesting  him  that  he 
would,  hkc  Father  De  Smidt,  make  it  rain. 
At  first  tho  General  put  them  otr.  They  would 
not  de.-5ist;  they  saul  theircomtiulds  were  per- 
ishing for  lack  of  moisture.  Crops  never 
looked  so  prosperous  lxt'..re,  but  the  Great 
Spirit  refused  them  rain.  Tired  out.  the 
General  at  last  told  them  he  would  bring  rain. 
Acctirdingly,  that  night  occurred  a  tu- 
rious  tempest  a  thread  of  water  near 
where  Company  L,  >ith  Iowa  Caval- 
ry, and  Company  A  Brackctts  Battal- 
ion, were  encamped,  suddenly  s:\-elled 
to  a  huge  stream,  sweeping  aw  ay  saddles  tents, 
and  everything  in  its  course.  The  Indians 
next  morning  visited  the  General,  thoroush- 
iy  convinced  that  he  had  granted  the  prom- 
ised boon,  but  hinting  that  the  dose  was  a  ii'- 
ile  u>o  strong  and  unequal  in  its  distribution, 
as  there  did  t'Ut  little  fall  in  the  virinitv  of  the 
Fort.

He  went  to  the  Fort  th it  af- 
ternixin,  and  .i  tine,  retreshinc  shower  imme- 
diartly  followed  him,  and  they  are  lorever 
eon*  .need  tha:  Gen.  Su:iy  is  a  Big  Medicine 
Man.

Sully's  stories : 

A.i.  he  has  often  been  brcvctted,  bo  relates 
th;s  jtcry  :  Once  upon  a  time  he  was  a  Quar- 
termaster. He  had  a  surplus  ot  mules,  but 
there  was  a  deticiencv  of  horses.  Like  most 
officers  in  such  a  i|uandary,  he  was  in  a  fret 
over  his  paper<,  iretting  them  readv  to  send 
away.

The  Scout  ulls  the  following  siorv  of 
au  Indian  woman,  wife  of  Major  Galpin, 
"  a  friend  of  her  own  race  and  also  of  the 
whites :" 

At  the  t  ms  of  the  great  nnssacrc  in  Minne- 
sota the  Major  had  started  from  Fort  McKins- 
trie,  w  th  his  fami  y  in  a  Mackinaw,  down  the 
Mis^onri. 

One  day  the  l>oat  approached  the  shore  and 
the  Major  hai:ed  an  Indian  he  saw.  The  In- 
dian appeared  estranged  and  disLint.  Galpin 
tontinued,  "  Wliy  d'j  you  not  come  and  see 
me  on  board  -  I  have  tobacco  to  present  to 
yen."  The  Indian  warned  him  to  keep  from 
that  bank  of  the  river,  tor  a  great  fight  was 
raging  tjetween  the  whites  and  Indians  in  Min- 
nesota and  the  tiame  of  hatred  had  extended 
eren  to  Dakota.  This  was  the  first  news  Gal- 
pin had  of  the  great  massacre.  The  Indians 
soon  t>egan  to  gather  about  the  boat,  their 
hearts  intent  on  mischief.  Mrs.  Galpin,  with 
her  keen  woman's  sense,  saw  the  magnitude  of 
the  danger,  eloquently  began  to  address,  with 
tears  in  her  eyes,  the  infuriated  crowd  Her 
eloquence  touched  the  heart  of  a  Yanktonai 
chief:  he  said,  "sister  no  one  shall  harm  vou 
or  yours ;  we  have  always  been  friend-s,  and 
so  we  will  continue."  He  addressed  the  crowd 
but  still  they  moved  not ;  he  then  stripped 
himself,  swearing  to  die  in  their  defense.  He 
made  the  p«rty  that  held  the  boat  and  that 
were  on  lioard  retire,  and  the  Mackinaw 
swnnir  loose  from  the  shore  with  its  living 
freight.  But  like  wolves  who  have  once  the 
scent  of  blood  the  hostile  Indians  pursued 
their  prey,  meaning  to  slaughter  them  at  the 
next  bend  in  the  river.  The  chief  harangued 
the  foe  and  kept  them  at  bay,  but  they  still 
pursued,  eager  for  blo<jd.  With  entreaties 
with  menacas,  they  were  held  oil  till  their 
nunl^.er  became  limited,  and  at  last  the  ritle 
drore  off  the  remnant,  and  the  Major  and  bis 
family  were  saved.

tion.  When  assured  that  his  sentence  had 
been  commuted,  he  was  infinitel  y  relieved. 


PROGRESS  OF  RECONSTRUCTION. 
News  from  the  Sioiiih. 

ARKa^sAs.  -Major  Sargent,  of  the 
Frccdmcn's  Bureau,  reports  from  Arkansas 
the  case  of  a  befogged  slaveholder  w  ho  refuses 
to  rccogni/'.c  the  Emancipation  Proclamation. 
.\freedmsn  having  made  a  claim  lo  recall  his 
personal  property  Irom  tlie  premises  of  his 
lormcr  master,  was  furnished  by  the  Provost 
Marshal  w  ith  a  circular,  endorsed  with  an  au- 
thori.'.alion,  to  take  hisproperty.  The  master 
returned  the  circular,  endorsing  upon  it  that 
he  consi>lcred  the  bearer  his  property,  and 
"when  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  the  slaves  have 
been  emancipated  by  such  authority  as  i> 
regarded  Constitutional  by  onr  higher  Court 
of  law,  and  only  tlien  and  not  till  then  will  I 
make  a  contract  with  a  slave,  or  regard  them 
in  any  other  light  than  the  property  of  tliose 
who  have  pnrch;iscdor  raised  them.'  Where- 
upon mis  contumacious  planter  was  arrestctl 
and  fined  tifty  dollars. 

—The  new  Constitution  of  Arkansas, 
adopted  in  Marcli,  lSb4,  permits  all  white 
male  ciii.  eus  of  the  luited  States,  of  full  age. 
who  have  resided  in  the  State  si.\  months,  tt> 
v.. to.  thus  allowini;  all  the  rebels  to  vote,  but 
di'ianchising  even  the  colored  soldiers.  The 
Legi»lature,  to  tinker  up  the  Constitution,  has 
passed  an  act  to  dislrauchise  certain  classes 
of  the  rebels,  but,  l»eing  contrary  to  the  Con- 
stitution, the  act  is  void.  A  cili/en  ot  Illinois 
who  has  lately  travelled  e  acnsivcly  through 
the  State,  icporto  that  tho  Inion  men  of  Ar- 
kansas arc  now  sorry  they  adopted  such  con 
stitution,  and,  tx.ept  a  few  State  officers, 
would  vote  against  it  if  he  resubmitted.  The 
officers  under  this  Stale  organization  are  in- 
experienced, feeble  in  ability,  and  some  ol 
them  of  doubtful  loyalty.

— K.  M.  T.  Hunter,  released  Irom  Fort 
I'ulaski,  on  parole,  is  a  passenger  by  the  .\ri- 
adne,  on  his  way  to  his  home  in  Virginia. 

— TiiK  Richmond  Hepubitc  says  it  is 
re|ioTied  that  Gen.  Joe  Johnston  is  about  to 
assume  charge  of  the  most  important  Railroad 
in  Alabama. 

-The  Herald  says  a  number  of  lead- 
ing men  of  tieorgia,  on  a  visit  to  the  National 
Capital  last  week,  had  n  very  interesting  con- 
Icrencc  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Mr. 
Harlan,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture, 
Mr.  Newton.  A  Georgian  stated  that  there 
was  great  destitution  among  their  people,  and 
a  great  demand  for  books  containing  the  re- 
cent laws  of  the  United  States.  The  Secretary 
informed  them  that  all  through  the  rebellion 
quotas  of  documents  for  all  the  States  were 
printed  with  the  same  regularity  as  previous- 
ly. Those  for  the  rebel  States  had  been  care- 
fully stored  away  and  would,  now  that  the  na- 
tional authority  had  been  restored,  soon  be 
distributed.  The  Georgia  gentlemen  were 
pleascil  with  the  results  ot  their  visit  in  all  re- 
spects, and  represented  to  the  Secretary  that 
the  people  generally  in  their  Slate  regarded 
the  issues  of  the  war  as  fully  settled.  They 
considered  slavery  completely  dead  and  were 
desirous  of  being  again  able  to  take  their  pro- 
per position  in  the  I  nion.  They  said  that  re- 
cently there  had  been  much  improvement  in 
the  relation  of  the  planters  and  negroes.  On 
first  requiring  their  freedom,  the  latter  in  ex- 
uberance of  joy,  were  disposed  to  abandon 
their  usual  employment  and  fix-k  to  the  town?, 
but  now  they  had  generally  resumed  their 
former  occupation  on  the  plantations  and  are 
working  industriously.  With  the  Commiss- 
ioner of  Agriculture  the  Georgians  perfected 
arrangements  for  the  distribuiion  of  seeds  in 
their  State.

W.vsuiJiOTOX,  Sept.  18.— The  United  Suites 
Consul  at  Constantinople  in  a  letter  to  the 
State  Department,  dated  .\ugust  14th,  says: 
It  IS  estimated  that  the  victims  of  cholera  al- 
ready numljer  20,0CXJ,the  number  of  deaths  in 
a  single  day  having  reached  1,000.  It  is  said 
that  probably  200,OoO  of  the  terror  stricken  in- 
habitants have  lett  tbc  city. 

The  Consul  at  Barcelona,  under  date  of  Au- 
gust 22,  says  that  the  cholera  is  fully  declared 
in  th;^t  city,  the  deaths  from  which  disease 
have  averaged  up  to  this  date,  twelve  f>tT  day. 
Total  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  in  Barce- 
lona to  August  21,115.  There  have  also  been 
many  deaths  from  other  dise.ises.  It  is  stated 
that"  over  i>0,W)0  people  have  left  Barcelona 
during  the  last  fittcen  days,  leaving,  at  present 
perhaps  1-30,000  persons  in  the  city.  On  the 
'Jlst  inst,  mere  were  -51  deaths. 

The  Consul  at  Leghorn,  Italy,  reports  un- 
der date  of  August  24,  the  cholera,  which  has 
preaviled  in  an  alarming  degree  lor  the  past 
few  months  in  Egypt,  Turkey  and  some  of 
the  Eastern  portions  of  Italy,  has  not  yet 
reached  that  place.  It  has  not  broken  out  on 
the  western  coast  ot  Italy  except  at  Malta. 
.\mong  the  Mussclman  populatioti,  proces- 
sions nightly  perambulate  the  streets  nightly, 
chanting  hyms  and  prayers  lor  avoiding  the 
souritc.  Among  tha  Greek  population  the 
fright  has  almost  resulted  in  famine,  bakers 
refusing  to  make  bread,  l.>utchers  to  kill  meat, 
and  grocers  to  sell  provisions.  The  panic 
among  the  masses  of  tlie  people  is  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  danger. 

In  .\ncona  and  other  places  on  the  Adriatic 
where  it  prevails,  it  is  very  fatal,  and  of  those 
attacked  more  than  half  have  died.

Mionesuta  has  taken  back  to  her  embrace 
the  last  battalion  of  her  glorious  Legion  ot 
Honor  '—the  last  decimated  reiriment  of  her 
BoMe  Old  Guard,  who  have  borne  our  starrr 
banner  in  tnnmph  and  victory  throut;h  the 
imoke  of  more  than  a  score  of  battle-fields— 
the  last  of  that  Spartan  band  who  have  for 
four  long  years  stood  between  our  country 
and  Its  ruin— are  welcomed  back  to  their 
bomes ' 

THB    GL0IU0t"3   OIJ>   FIFTH    REUIMKXT 

reached  St.  Paul  yesterday  on  the  steamer 
Korthem  Light,  and  were  received  with  enthu- 
e^msm,  rejoicing  and  gratitude — with  cheers 
and  music  and  cannon, — which  was  more  than 
(leserved  by  the  less  than  four  hundred 
l)ronzed  and  heroic  veteran?  who  arc  all  that 
arc  left  of  that  splendid  regiment.  They  were 
met  at  the  landing  by  the  Committee  of  Ar- 
rangements, and  arter  the  troops  had  disem- 
barked, and  lormcd  in  line,  were  cs^corted  to 
the  Capitol. 

THE    FKOCESMOX 

was  headed  by  the  Great  Western  Band, 
which  discoursed  its  stirring  strains.  Gov- 
ernor Miller,  and  the  other  State  oflBcials,  to- 
gether with  the  city  functionanes,  followed 
the  band ;  then  came  the  public  spirited  tire- 
men,  who  are  no  less  prompt  in  being  en  hand 
when  the  heroes  arc  to  be  received,  than  ihey 
arc  to  perform  their  professional  duties. 
They  were  followed  by  the  Trovost  Guard, 
and  lastly  by  a  delegation  of  discharged  men 
of  the  Fifth,  Ixiaring  the  tittered,  bullet-rid- 
dled banners  which  the  repincnt  hail  borne, 
and  which  arc  now  preserved  among  our  .'itate 
mementoes  of  the  war.

knew  better  than  himsi  If.  Uu  he  Knew  their 
noh'e  mission,  their  liithfal  diit",  how  over 
thousands  of  miles  tl  ey  had  b<  rnc  tlicir  ban 
ners.  carrying  them  through  triumph  attcr 
triuinvh,  to  a  complete  and  1  i>tiog  victory. 
The  GoTcmor  hoped  that  « o  would  have 
war  no  more ;  that  '.Tars  dreal  banner  might 
l>c  furled;  th.u  our  people  should  hear  no 
more  ot  fearful  conllicts,  and  I  iat  the  Angd 
of  I'oacc  should  reign  Ihrouf-hout  the  land. 
But.  nevertheless,  until  Old  V.  igland  should 
learn  to  respect  us;  until  France  had  packed 
herself  out  of  Mexico,  and  u  ttil  the  rest  of 
mankind  should  do  fall  justie.  to  the  Ameri- 
can Republic,  our  trust  wouW  still  be  in  our 
brave  and  victorioiii  cltixcn  so  diery.

the  .\merican  people. 

Governor  Miller,  af1er  anotl  cr  cordial  greet- 
ing ol  welcome,  concluded  lis  remarks  by 
hoping  that  as  they  had  all  no  doubt  been 
presented  with  a  "  housewii .%"  (i.e.  a  little 
case  of  poc.;ets,  with  needle;.,  thread,  ct  cet- 
era'*, by  loving  friends  when  they  left  the 
State,  that  now  on  their  ret  irn  they  would 
exchange  them  tor  another  Kind  of  "  house - 
^fc:"_or,  for  that  matter,  "you  can  take 
both— they  are  good  to  keep '  " 

The  soldiers  were  then  gracefully  turned 
over  to  the  ladies,  who  supplied  them  with  a 
bountiful  supply  of  snbsunticls  and  luxuries, 
in  the  legislative  halls,  to  which  full  justice 
was  done.

On  the  0th  day  of  May  ar  order  was  rccciv- 
cd  from  f^en.  Halleck,  dire  ting  Col.  Dorgcrs- 
rode  to  report  with  seven  companies  of  his 
regiment  at  Hamburg  I^aading.  Tennessee, 
and  on  the  loth  day  of  May,  the  regiment 
left  St.  Paul  on  the  steamer  Hawkeyc  State. 
Three  companies  of  the  Fi  th  were  left  in  the 
State,  one  company  each  at  Fort  Ripley, 
Fort  Ridgely  and  Fort  Ab<  rcrombie. 

It  was  but  a  few  days  alt  r  the  departure  of 
this  regiment,  until  it  was  heard  of  as  figur- 
ing in  the

which  was  fought.  May  L'S,  lSf>'2,  and  at  which 

Lieut.  1).  O.  Oaks,    and  olliers    were    killed. 

The  Chicago  Times  publisj  ed  a  letter   from  a 

Lieutenant    Colonel  in   I  ope's   division,  in 

which  the  following  mention  is  made  of  the 

Fifth  in  this  engagement : 

"On  Wednesday  the  enemy  charged  upon 
an  advanced  battery,  of  a  Ingle  twenty  four 
l)ounder  parrott  gun,  planted  in  a  command- 
inK  position.  The  Fitth  Minnesota,  a  new 
regiment,  received  the  em  my 'a  charge,  most 
gallantly  repulsing    the    laemy 


was  ordered  to  continue  in  the  advance,  and 
pu.-h  forward  on  the  Jackson  road.  A  con- 
siderable iHxlr  of  the  enemy  had  bivouacked 
the  preceding  night,  within  a  half  a  mile  of 
my  line  of  pickets,  which  retired  as  we  moved 
forward.  For  a  distance  of  more  than  five 
miles  I  found  It  necessary  to  keep  i*".  tVont  of 
the  column  a  strong  line  of  skirmishers  con- 
sisting of  three  companies,  which  frequently 
encountered  and  exchanged  vollies  with  the 
skirmishers  of  the  enemy.  When  within  per- 
haps two  miles  of  Jackson, a  deiermiBcd  stand 
was  niatic,  and  a  hot  tire  opened  upon  us  from 
a  lull  iKittery  of  artillery,  supported  by  a 
strong  line  of  inf.intry.  At  this  juneture  I  was 
ordered  by  Major  (icneral  Sherman  to  deploy 
the  balance  of  my  regiment  as  skirmishers, 
coverin<r  the  eoliunn  until  it  sin lU Id  form  in 
line,  and  penetrate  forw;ird  as  (ar  as  possUiIc 
Into  a  piece  of  tlmlier  In  which  the  enemy  was 
posled.  As  soon  as  the  column  had  ileployed 
the  skirmishers  were  reeallcd,  and  the  regi- 
ment t'.)Ok  it»^  position  with  the  Jd  Itriu-adc  in 
the  iront  line  of  liattle.  Wo  ihen  advanced 
and  charged  through  tnc  timLer  at  double 
oulck,  the  enemy  retiring  rapidiv  within  his 
entrenchments  near  the  precincts  ol  the  town. 
Here  he  made  another  stand,  and  obstinatclj 
disputed  our  further  progress.  1  he  light  con- 
tinued for  more  than  an  hour. 

The  rebels  then  evacuated  Jackson,  and  the 
Fifth  were  detailed  as  a  Provost  Guard  in 
that  city,  where  they  remained  but  a  short 
time,  that  place  being  evacuated  by  the  Fed- 
eral trotips,  and  the  Fifth  ordered  to

where,  on  the  'Jidof  May,  it  ttx>k  part  in  the 
a«.sault  upon  tliat  rebel  stronghold.  A  report 
oi'tliis  bril  iaiit  but  unsuccessful  transaction 
says :  "  Nothing  could  exceed  the  coolness 
.md  steady  courage  of  the  Fifth  regiment  as 
it  marched  Kp  to  the  a.siault.  None  raltered 
or  seemed  weak  with  fear,  but  each  man's 
countenance  bespoke  a  determination  to  door 
die,  and  had  it  not  been  otherwise  ordered, 
every  man  woii'd  have  passed  the  fcartul 
place,  or  lain  his  body  on  the  way. " 

U.VITLE  OK  RICHMOXP,  LOUISIANA. 

The  Regiment  took  part  in  the  sc\cic  eam- 
paign  which  resulted  in  the  battle  and  cap- 
ture of  Richmond,  L«.,  which  occurred  on  the 
.Sth  of  June,  1S63.  A  good  deal  of  skirmish- 
ing WHS  the  lot  of  the  Fifth.  Col.  Hutibard 
was  in  command  of  the  regiment,  who  said  in 
his  report ; 

I  again  advanced,  moving  in  the  face  of  a 
fire  of  grape  and  cannistcr,  from  a  battery 
the  enemy  had  in  position  on  the  bank  of  a 
bayou,  and  when  within  easy  ramre  of  his 
sharpshooters,  halted.  Two  batteries  of  artil- 
lery were  now  brought  forward  and  opened 
upon  the  guns  of  the  enemy.  .\  sharp  artil- 
lery t'ghl  followed,  lasting  more  than  an 
hour,  during  which  the  enemy  eftected  an 
evacuation  of  the  place,  retreating  on  the  road 
to  Delhi.  The  village  of  Richmond  was  de- 
stroyed by  order,  and  the  following  day  the 
column  conntermarched  to  Young's  Point. 

FORTS  DE  RUS3Y,    LOUISIANA. 

The  next  time  the  Regiment  plays  an  im- 
portant part  was  ic  the  capture  of  Fort  de 
Russy,  Louisiana,  which  took  place  on  the 
23d  of  March,  18G4. 

The  Red  River  expedition,  under  command 
of  Gen.  A.  J.  Smith,  lei^  Vicksburg,  March 
10,  18C4,  and  disembarked  at  Lamar's  Post 
in  Atehatalaya  Bayou,  on  the  13th.  Atte' 
routing  the  rebel  General  Walker  and  two 
thousand  of  his  troops,  near  that  place,  the 
column  commenced  to  move  next  day,  march- 
ing twenty-seven  miles,  bridging  the  Bayou 
de  Glazie,  and  opening  the  attack  on  Fort  de 
Uussy  the  same  evefting>  (Hth,)'  which  was 
assaulted  and  captfred  next  morning,  with 
ten  heavy  siege  guns,  twenty-four  otlicers, 
tl.ree  hundred  men,  with  a  vast  amount  of 
ammunition,  small  arms  and  provisions.  The 
forts  were  casemaied  and  barbettcd  with  rail- 
road Iron,  and  were  admitted  to  be  the  largest 
andt^ncst  built  forts  in  the  South.  The  main 
tort  had  capa.-ity  to  iiuarter  and  shelter  at 
least  .5,tXXi  men. 

The  taking  ot  these  forts  with  so  small  n 
loss  of  life,  was  said  by  all  the  otHccrs  of  the 
army  present,  and  the  officers  oi  the  naval 
fieet.  to  be  one  of  the  most  bailliant  achieve- 
ments of  the  war. 

The  Fitth  took  a  very  important  and  credit- 
able part  in  these  movements,  and  was  much 
applauded  lor  its  brave,  pcrsisten",  and  sol- 
dierly conduct. 

nEM»EK.SOX    UII.I.. 

This  battle  was  fought  in  Western  Louisi- 
ana, on  the  23d  of  March,  1861,  and  the  Fifth 
contributed  not  a  little  to  securing  the  sub- 
stantial results  which  saved  that  part  of  Lou- 
isiana. Maj.  Becht,  commanding  regiment, 
says  of  this  engagement : 


advance.  It  was  a  splendid  sight,  our 
wlole  force,  and  every  movement 
could  be  dearly  and  distinctly  seen. 
On  the  left  was  the  */Jth  Armj-  corps 
advancins  '.n  lihe  of  battle,  with  a  line  of  sUlr- 
mishers  lu  Iront,  engaging  and  slowly  torclng 
back  those  of  the  enemy.  To  the  rear  of  the 
19th  was  the  13th,  also  advancing  in  line  of 
battle.  In  the  rear  ot  and  following  us  was  a 
long  column  of  regiments,  the  numerous  bav- 
oncts  glistening  In  the  clear  morning  siinlipht 
and  seeming  to  wave  defiance  to  the  ibe. 

Our  movement  was  soon  changed  trom  that 
m  column  to  that  in  echelon  and  then  into 
line  of  battle,  all  the  icgiments  forming  on 
the  right  <if  our  brigade.  The  enemy  In  front 
ot  us  held  a  position  In  the  edge  of  the  timber, 
ami  only  a  portion  of  liis  line  ciuild  at  first  bo 
•ecn.  lie  very  soon  disclosed  the  position  of 
lour  excellent  batteries  of  heavy  guns,  wlilch 
were  partieularly  devoted  to  us.  In  the  iiiean- 
tinie  the  I'.lth  nrniy  corps  liail  haltcil,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  work  was  left  for  (jenera! 
Smith's  command.  The  fight  lasted  about 
four  ho'irs. 


BAYOU  HE   liLAI/.E. 

M.vv  IS,  ISGt.— The  enemy  followed  us 
closely  the  next  day,  and  on  the  18th  In  Hayou 
de  Glai/.c  occurred  the  last  battle  of  the  se- 
ries, conducted  by  (Jan.  Mower,  and  partici- 
pated in  by  the  troops  of  the  l(>th  army  corps 
alone.  Tlie  .'itii  Minnesota  wa«;  again  used  as 
skirmishers.  The  fight  commenced  about  10 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  continued  for  about  six 
hours.  Wc  drove  the  enemy  on  this  as  on 
every  other  occasion,  with  a  loss  to  hlni  of 
upwards  of  500  men,  and  we  would  gladly 
have  pursued  and))iinlshed  him  for  his  Inso- 
lence. On  the  "iOtli,  wc  once  more  looked 
upon  the  waters  ot  the  nobfe  Mlssfssipp!.

I  cheer 
fultv  acknowledre,  that  any  credit  which  the 
regiment  cr  brigade  has  gained  in  this  expe- 
dition Is  In  .1  great  measure  due  to  the  cool- 
ness, the  courage,  the  watchlul  attention  to 
duty  and  the  personal  example  ot  daring  of 
himself  and  statl.

Col.  J.  P.  Houston,  commanding  the  regi- 
ment, was  at  its  organization,  mustered  in  as 
1st  Lieutenant  of  Company  "K,"  and  was 
with  his  company,  as  Lltutenant  or  Captain, 
through  all  Its  battles  and  marches,  till  aft*-r 
the  regiment  veteranized  and  returned  South, 
when  he  was  transtcrrcd  to  the  stutf  of  Gen. 
McArthur,  In  which  position  he  was  acting 
during  the  battle  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  where 
gallantly  fighting,  he  was  dangerously  wound- 
ed in  the  right  arm,  and  had  to  be  carried 
from  the  field.  The  arm  itself  was  saved  but 
the  bone  of  the  arm  had  to  b^  cut  olf  above 
the  elliOw.  and  di.^'olntcd  at  the  shoulder  and 
taken  out.

in  which  the  men  acted  with  distinguished 
bravery,  lx>ing  in  the  cxtr-me  fronton  both 
days,  taking  part  in  a  Her  c  engagement  on 
the  ZSth,  and  making  a  splendid  bayonet 
charge.  In  this  battle  Calmel  Hubbard  was 
wounded,  and  seventeen  others  killed  and 
wounded. 

n.lTTLE   OF    RlDWOOtl. 

Capt.  Marsh's  company,  which  was  left  in 
the  State,  fought  at  Redwood  August  18, 1S62, 
in  which  the  captain  hiiiself  and  twenty- 
three  men  were  killed. 

FORT    RIKfiKLV. 

Lieut.  Sheehan  and  his  company  aided  in 
the  defense  of  Fort  Ridge  y,  when  it  was  so 
vigorously  assailed  and  invested  by  the  Indi- 
ans, on  the  20th,  21st  anil  J2nd  of  August, 
1862.

Company  D  defended  Fort  Abcrcrombie 
during  Its  long  siece  by  the  Indians  in  .\ugust 
and  September  of  the  san  e  year.

RATTLE   OF    C)i:i.NTH. 

gOn  the  3d  and  4th  of  October,  1862.  the  l>at- 
tleof  Corinth  was  fought,  and  at  which  the 
Fifth  acted  with  distinguished  gallantry  and 
bravery,  and  suffered  hc.ivy  loss.  The  regi- 
ment received  the  most  Mattering  mention 
from  the  general  officers  lur  their  conduct  on 
this  occasion. 

JACK.«^ON,    MIsSI.'^.SM'Pl. 

In  the  capture  of  this  important  point,  on 
the  14th  of  May,  1863,  thi  Fifth  took  an  im- 
portant part.  Col.  Hnbbitrd  in  bis  report  of 
the  affai.-,  says : 

At  daylight  on  the  mo  -niog  of  tliC  I4th,  I 


On  the  2lst  our  division,  accompanied  by  u 
■mall  force  of  Gen.  Banks'  cavalry,  which 
had  just  arrived,  made  a  reconno'isanee  to 
Henderson  Hill,  twenty-two  miles  trom  Alex- 
andria, on  the  Shreveport  road.  We  made  a 
f.  reed  march  and  found  the  enemy  in  a 
strong  position.  Altera  short  demonstration 
in  front  we  commenced  a  flank  movement, 
crossed  a  bayou,  and  entered  a  pine  tbrest. 
Amid  the  darkness,  and  in  a  drenching  rain 
storm,  we  waded  through  mud  and  water, 
over  ridges  and  across  low  iwttonis,  till  wj 
reachcdlhe  enemy's  rear.  We  relieved  his 
pickets,  substituting  our  own,  and  took  the 
camp  by  surprUe. 

The"rel)s'  mistook  us  for  their  own  rein- 
forcements, which  they  were  hourly  expect- 
ing. We  captured  one  four  gun  battery  with 
caissons  and  horses  complete,  and  280  pris- 
oners, the  darkness  covering  the  escape  of 
the  others. 

IIATTLE    OK  CAMITE. 

The  same    authority    says   of   this  alfalr^ 

which  occurred  April  3,  1SG4  : 

On  the  4ili,  the  regiment,  with  the  3.jth 
Iowa,  Col.  Hubbard  commanding,  was  sent 
out  on  double  quick  to  Campte,  five  miles 
tlistant,  to  the  relief  of  our  cavalry,  which 
was  being  roughly  handled.  We  found  the 
enemy  across  a  small  bayou,  sheltered  in  the 
larfie'timbcr.  and  successfully  resisting  the 
persistent  efforts  of  the  cavalry  to  dmiodge 
him.  1  immediately  deployed  my  regiment 
on  the  right  and  left  of  the  road  and  moved 
rapidly  across  the  tiayou.  The  lx>y»  advanced 
with  cheers  and  with  well  directed  fire,  which 
the  rebels  were  not  able  or  disposed  to  with- 
stand. They  withdrew,  leaving  behind  their 
killed  and  wounded,  who  fell  into  our  hands. 

PLBAS-VNT    UILL. 

On  the  0th  the  enemy  advanced  to  the  at- 
tack, flushed  with  victory  and  strengthened 
with  reinforcements  and  fought  with  reckless 
desperation.  On  that  day  it  devolved  upon 
the  detachments  of  the  16th  and  17th  Army 
Corps,  t.)rming  Gen.  Smith's  command  of 
veteran  troops  to  arrest  and  turn  back  the 
tide  of  battle  and  di.saster.  The  position  of  the 
oih  during  the  engagement  was  on  the  extreme 
right  of  tiie  16ih  .\rmy  Corps. 

During  the  night  a  new  line  of  battle  was 
formed  a  mile  and  a  half  in  advance  of  our 
first  position.  The  oth  f)elng  placed  near  the 
centre  and  In  the  first  line.  As  we  rested  on 
our  arms  listening  to  the  cries  and  groans  of 
the  wounded  who  were  lying  thickly  around 
and  among  us,  each  one  felt  that  the  morning 
would  witness  the  opening  of,  if  possible,  a 
fiercer  struggle  than  that  of  the  previous 
day. 

The  ret>els,  however,  retired  during  the 
night,  and  the  regiment  returned  to  Grand 
Ecore. 


CLOUTERSVILLE. 


On  April  '23d  the  rctrogadc  movement  was 
resumed.  Gen.  Smith  Ijeing  assigned  to  the 
rear,  and  to  the  general  protection  of  Geo. 
Banks'  twelve  miles  of  wagons. 

We  were  warmly  attacked  on  Cane  river  on 
each  of  the  three  davs'  consumed  In  reaching 
Alexandria.  The  Fifth  actlvelr  participating 
on  the  22d  and  •23d.  On  the  2d  of  May  the 
16th  Army  Corps  under  command  of  (ieneral 
Mower  was  sent  out  eight  miles  toward  Chcn- 
eyvllle  to  hold  the  enemy  l>ack  and  to  get  and 
retain  possession  of  the  large  amount  of  for- 
age in  that  section. 

Here  we  remained  eight  days  engaged  in  a 
continual  skirmish  culminating  at  times  in  a 
general  engagement.  During  the  whole  ex- 
pedition the  Fifth  was  frequently  selected  by 
Col.  Hubbard  at  the  request  of  the  Command- 
ing General  ot  the  division  and  sent  forward 
to  act  as  skirmishers  and  »harpshooter«.  Gen. 
Mower  formerly  commanded  our  brigade  and 
he  accredits  to  the  Fifth  great  efficiency  In  this 
kind  ot  duty. 

nSLLC  PRAIRIE. 

On  tlie  16th  oc-curred  the  lintflc  of  Marks- 
ville,  or  Belle  Piairle.  The  field  was  a  splen- 
did one  for  a  fair  and  equal  contest,  a  smooth, 
clear  prairie,  slightly  descending  to  the  south, 
three  or  four  miles  in  extent  and  siirr*iindcd 
bv  heavy  timber. 

"Wc  were  turned  out  lieforc  daybreak,  and 
taken  into  the  fight  without  our  usual  coffee 
and  hard  tack.  As  wc  marched  through 
Marksville,  a»)out  sunrise,  wc  discovered  the 
I'Jth  Army  Corps  initiating  o|>crations  which 
it  afterwards  devolved  upon  us  to  finish.  Ihe 
16  and  17th  army  corps  were  formed  in  col- 
umn of  regiments  and  moved  across  the  prai- 
rie, to  the  right,  and  some  distance  from  the 
I9th    army   corps,    the    Fifth  Minnesota  in

IlAl  U.K.  OK  AIUIKVVILLK. 

The  veterans  returning  from  their  furlough 
joined  their  Brigade,  the  2nd  Brigade,  1st  Di- 
vision, 16th  Corps,  at  Abbcyvillc,  Miss.,  on 
what  is  known  as  the  Tallahatchie  raid. 

(ien.  Smith's  command  moved  from  hen;  to 
Oxford,  and  were  then  ordered  back  to  Mem- 
phis. On  reaching  Abbcyvillc  the  rebel  cav- 
alry made  a  very  handsome  attempt  at  sur-. 
prising  the  camp  in  broad  day,  just  as  every 
body  was  in  the  confusion  of  camp  duties  fol- 
lo'.Mng  a  long  march.  By  the  prudence  of 
{Jen.  Hubliard,  a  picket  was  left  on  the  road, 
although  no  enemy  had  been  seen  all  day. 
The  odicer  In  command  had  just  formed 
his  guard,  and  hAd  just  given  them 
the  direction  to  load  at  will,  when 
a  rebel  officer  dressed  in  dark  clothes,  not  dis- 
tinguishable from  our  own  raiders'  uniform, 
directed  him  to  draw  in  his  picket  line,  say- 
ing It  was  too  far  from  canip  (n  support.  The 
otticcr  asked  what  authority  he  had,  and  was 
answered  the  Major  General's.  He  was  a  vet- 
eran and  had  so.ne  of  the  despised  "red  tape,' 
and  answered  that  he  would  stay  where  he 
was  until  his  order  came  through  his  brigade 
commander.  The  rebel  threatened  to  report 
him,  and  passed  off  fo  one  side,  and  the  pick- 
ets, now  nearly  .all  loaded,  were  fired  upon 
from  a  strong  skirmish  line,  which  immedi- 
ately made  a  vigorous  advance.  The  pickets 
were  up  to  the  occasion,  however,  and  held 
them  until  the  Filth  Minnesota,  who  were,  as 
at  Corinth,  just  where  they  were  needed,  came 
out  and  repulsed  them  with  great  loss.  The 
Fifth  bad  two  men  killed  .ind  .several  wound- 
ed. 

THE  ARKAXSA.-"  RAID. 

rhe  Fifth,  as  well  as  the  7ih,  9th  ami  lOih 
Regiments  endured  the  vexations,  the  fa- 
tigues, the  privations,  and  the  utter  safety  of 
the  .\rkan5as  Raid.  They  assisted  in  con- 
suming the  wormy,  wretched  "hard-bread ;" 
they  drank  disease  from  Brownsville  bayous: 
they  enjoyed  the  solitude  of  Bl.ack  river 
swamps,  where  the  sun  never  reaches  the 
soil,  and  they  profited  by  refining  converse 
with  the  Arkansas  ladles  on  that  route,  who 
haidtually  smoke,  "dip,"  snulf,  chew,  drink, 
swear  and  fight,  with  other  |>osslble  accom- 
plishments not  to  be  learned  on  a  mei«  pass- 
ing visit. 

THE  .MISSOURI  RAin. 

Gen.  Hubbard  led  the  2d  Brigade,  Col. 
Gere  commanding  the  Fifth  MinnCROta,  upon 
the  Missouri  raid,  on  which  ".''mith's  Guenll 
las"  on  foot,  chased  Price's  cavalry.  The  in- 
fantry kept  him  moving  and  our  cavalry 
were  thus  enabled  to  fight  him,  with  the  ad- 
vantage in  our  favor. 

That  campaign  will  fjc  remetnlK-rcd  by  even 
these  veterans  as  one  of  their  severest.  The 
march  from  the  West  to  the  East  line  of  Mis- 
souri, In  snow  and  mud,  with  a  navigable  river 
on  the  left  and  a  practicable  railroad  on  the 
right,  was  trying  in  more  ways  than  one. 

THK.    RETURN    TO    .ST.    I.OflS, 

■Arrived  at  St.  Louis,  the  Regiment  received 
six  months  pay,  with  the  equanimity  which 
distinguishes  troops  that  have  seen  service. 
They  provided  themselves,  and  sent  home 
the  balance  of  their  funds  and  were  set  down 
at  Nashville  by  stcamlioat,  having  sunk  only 
one  on  the  way,  and  that  without  loss  to 
themselves. 

THE    (JRF.AT    BATTLES   AT  NA8IIVILLE. 

At  Nashville  they  were  joined  by  about  a 
hundred  recruits,  the  proceeds  of  the  draft, 
&c.  They  enjoyed  but  a  tew  days'  drill,  be- 
fore they  were  called  to  take  part  in  the  great 
and  most  decisive  battle  of  the  war,  near 
Nashville.  Dec.  1.5  and  16,  1864. 

The  events  of  those  <lays,  and  the 
gallant  part  taken  by  Minnesota  troops 
arc  already  well  known.  There  the  final 
and  decisive  charge  of  the  16th,  made  by  the 
1st  Division  of  the  16th  Corps,  was  in  eche- 
lon by  brigades,  the  Ist  Brigade  leading,  then 
the  2d  and  then  the  3d,  the  Fifth  and  Ninth 
Minnesota  formed  the  first  line  of 
Brigade;  the  Fifth  having  the  left,  suffered  se- 
verely from  an  oblique  and  flank  fire  from 
the  left,  from  a  four-gun  battery.  They  were 
again  equal  to  the  sacrifice  required  of  them, 
and  never  wavered  or  filnchcd.  On  they  went 
through  the  heavy,  muddy  field,  up  to  and 
over  the  stone  wall  and  after  the  enemy, 
stopping  only  to  gather  up  the  prisoners  and 
to  take  the  guns  that  had  so  shattered  their 
files  as  they  advanced. 

TERRIBLE  LO.SSES  AT  NASHVILLE. 

The  loss  of  the  Fifth  in  this  battle  was  over 
120  killed  and  wounded,  being  about  30  per

on Thursday  evening.  Charles  F.  Adams 
and  James  Brewster,  members  of  the  Provost 
Guard,  having  partaken  of  some  cheese,  pur- 
chased at  a  grocery  store  on  Third  street, 
near  Chamberlain's  Hall,  were  shortly  after 
attacked  with  vomiting  and  purging,  which 
lasted  several  hours.  The  attuk  was  very 
severe,  and  for  a  time  lairs  were  entertained 
for  the  recovery  ot  theindiviiluals.  Dr.  Brad- 
Icy,  the  Surgeon  of  the  23d  regiment,  was 
called  In  and  devoted  his  attention  to  the 
soldiers  nntU  the  danger  was  past. 

During  the  same  night,  several  persons  at 
Chamberlain's,  who  had  also  eaten  of 
the  same  cheese  were  likewlsa  attac',:ed  in 
a  sliEllar  manner,  and  Dr.  Schcll  was  sent  for 
who  prescribed  for  the  sufferers.  The  Doc- 
tor, however,  was  skeptical  aa  to  the  cause  of 
their  complaint,  and  to  prove  that  it  was 
not  the  cheese  that  produced  the  dis- 
order, eat  a  slice  himself.  Shortly 
after  retiring,  however,  the  Doctor's  doubts 
gave  way,  and  he  had  a  chance  of  trying  the 
virtues  of  his  own  medicines,  lor  he  was  like- 
wise severely  aillicted. 

The  suiferers  were  all  out  of  danger  yester- 
day. „ 

An  examination  of  the  cheese  wa»made,i  nd 
the  hypothesis  Is  that  the  poison  was  abborl>- 
cd  by  the  cheese  from  "fly-paper,"  through 
the  carelessness  or  stupidity  of  some  indis-

A  Minncsotian  KiUed  by  Indians.— 

Carporal  Horace  Jameson,  Co.  C,  Brackett's 
MlnnesoU  Battalion  of  Veteran  Volunteers, 
was  killed  by  Indians  on  the  afternoon  of 
Aug.  '27,  1865.  The  circumstances  of  bii 
death,  as  given  by  the  Frontier  Scout,  pub- 
lished at  Fort  Rice,  Dakota,  were  the  fol- 
lowing : 

He   W.18  cutting  tent  poles.     There  were 
probably  three  Indians.    They  were  conceal- 
ed in  some  thicket  willow  brush.    In  a  clump 
of  bushes  were  tound  three  haversacks,  one 
of  them  with  the  Initials  "J.   K."  on   it.    In 
one  of  the  haversacks  was  a  bottle  of  clear 
water  and  a  piece  of  fat  meat,  and  lying  near 
were  three  lariats.    Another  man,  Gibson  by 
name,  of  Brackett's  Battalion,  saw  three  In- 
dians running.    He  thought  they  were  friend- 
ly, becanse  they  were  only  three   hundred 
yards  from  the  tents,  and  inside  the  picket 
iinc.    He  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  the  in 
cident,    bnt     when    Jameson     was    found 
dead     it     occurred     to     him     that     those 
might      have      been      the      Indians.       A 
pair  of    moccasins    and    a   painted    medi- 
cine-stone were  found,  and  Indians  examining 
tho  latter  say  the  murderers  belonged  to  the 
Cut-head  Yanktonals.     Major  Brackett  sent 
out  Lieut.  Church  with  sixty  men.     They 
tracked  them  seven  miles,  to  a  bend  in  the  ti- 
the  2d  f  vcr.  where  they  swam  across.    By  their  tracks 
one  wore  moccasins,  and  two  were  barefoot. 
One  afterwards  put  on  moccasins.    Corporal 
Johnson  was  a  farmer  In  Minnesota.      He 
leaves  a  wife  and  two  children.    He  is  spoken 
of  by  Major  Brackett  and  Dr.  Ilerrick,  who 
accompanied  the  Expedition.  a.s  being  an  ex- 
cellent soldier.    All  through  the  Re1)ellion  he 
has  fought  Rebels  on  Southern  soil,  and  when 
the  Stars  and  Stripes  float  once  more  in  tri- 
umph ho  is  assassinated  by  a  cowardly  savage. 
Rest  in  peace,  noble  soldicr,<ill  thy  long  march- 
ings and  tolls  are  over.    Thy  country  and  thy 
i-oiiiradcs  will  cherish  thy  memory.    Major 
Brackett,  with  his  characteristic  klnd-hearied- 
nesj  felt  deeply  the  loss,  as  long  corapanlon- 
ionshlp  in  arms  has  endeared  his  soldier?  to 
him  BO  much,  that  they  seem  to  him  like  his 
childr^it  or  Ijrottaerc.

New  York,  Sept.  IS.— The  World's  Cork 
('Ireland)  correspondent  says  :  "In  Limerick 
meetinps  of  the  Fenians  have  licen  repulirly 
dironiclcd,  and  theor^'anization  has  estnlili^h- 
f'l  ftn  absolote  court  wherein  the  names  of 
those  countrymen  who  .ire  too  timid  or  too 
lukewarm  to  jcive  in  their  adherence  are  set 
down  by  cointnittccs  appointed  to  wait  upon 
tlietii.  Dclepate.^  fmni  the  parent  society  are 
said  to  abound  in  tlic  country,  well  supplied 
"  ith  money  and  actiyely  enronraging  the 
martial  spirit. 

"In  Cork  the  Fenians  have  boldly  inarched 
pa.st  the  Cnpwell  I'oJicc  Rarracks,  their  olfl- 
cers  a»-mcd  with  fc'rccn  rods,  and  chanting  as 
they  manlicd  a  new  naflonn!  sonjr,  "The 
Green  Atiovc  the  lied."  They  were  pursued 
by  the  police,  but  the  country  people,  at  the 
intimation  of  pursuit,  went  by  a  detour 
tlirou.ch  the  lields  anvl  informed  the  I'enians, 
who,  without  deserting  ranks  hut  by  detached 
marches  in  varinns  directions,  at  faster  speed, 
melted  away. 

".At  Nevah  the  grounds  of  Castle  Albany 
have  been  rav.nged  by  the  Fenians.  At  Dun- 
gaven  the  police  have  been  beaten,  'i.nntry 
is  given  o\er  to  thu  Fenian*,  who  will  drill  in 
the  town  without  opposition.  Through  the 
deep  fastnesses  of  Cunnaught  this  organiza- 
tion has  extended  it.«;eir.  Forces  are  being 
are  being  discovered  anil  reported  at  Galway, 
IN.seoniraon  and  Sligo. 

•'I  am  told  by  a  friend  who  fully  under 
.•stands  this  subject,  that  there  arc  iti  each  of 
the  following  counties  men  enrolled  as  fol- 
lows: Limerick  0,000;  Kerry  1,.'*00;  Cork 
11,000)  Waterford  l,ttO(l;  TIpperary  7,000; 
KilkennvSOO;  We>ford  l.'-'OO;  Wick  low  1,000; 
Clare  /lOO;  Kildaro  .5<K);  Dublin  S<XI.  This 
makes  :» total  of  nearly  40,000  men,  if  wc  esti- 
mate for  the  northern  counties — where  Fca- 
lanism  is  yet  weak  and  the  Government  has 
more  partisans — half  as  many. 

"As  yet  these  ncn  have  no'tlrc  .irms  nor  do 
they  ever  meet  In  public  or  private  with  wea- 
pons of  any  sort,  but  .it  the  sic-nal  conldtill 
the  country  with  muskets.  Kverv  Fenian,  it 
is  said,  who  lelt  the  Northern  armv  baa  re- 
tained his  musket.  Knougn  Irishmen  trained 
In  war  have  returned  to  their  native  Island  to 
oiVuer  the  entire  able-bodied  population  of 
Munstcr.  The  nucleus  of  an  army  ih  being 
formed  with  its  headquarters  in  America,  and 
ftb'.'roatt  of'otclligcnce  as  vast  as  the  archives 
and  indexes  of  your  War  Department. 

Kxcitemcut  over  the  previous  alarm  has 
had  an  immediate  cllcct  on  capital.  Money 
is  held  more  tightly,  and  Dublin  papers  com- 
I'lain  that  it  is  Ijeing  frightened  away  from 
Ireland.

interjioscd.  Colonel  Chipman  then  said 
that  govcninicnt  would  informally  close  this 
case  to-day,  reserving  thc  right  however,  to 
examine  witnesses  who  may  be  found  touch- 
ing new  matter,  and  he  would  offer  some  rec- 
ord evidence  connecting  Richmond  authori- 
ties with  the  Andersouville  prison. 

Mr.  Baker  said  he  could  not  go  it  blind  bv 
consenting  to  such  an  iirran;,'ement. 

Col.  Chipman  replied  that  the  evidence  re- 
ferred to  Diivis,  Lee,  and  others  ot  thc  rebel 
government,  and  counsel  had  a  right  to  object 
to  testimony  which  did  not  personally  affect 
his  client. 

Mr.  Baker  said  the  prisoner  was  charged 
with  conspiring  with  parties  named  as  well  as 
with  parties  not  named.  He  did  not  know 
who  the  latter  were.  If  the  Judge  Advocate 
introduced  matter  which  had  nothing  to  do 
with  Capt.  Wirz,  then  of  courso  he  had  no  ob- 
jection. 

Col.  Chipman  said  there  was  a  public  and 
material  necessity  to  show  up  thc  infamy  ef 
those  men. 

The  Court  inquired  of  Judge  Advocate  Chip- 
man  whether  he  had  such  testimony  at  hand, 
aud  whether  w  itnes.scs  had  tx-cn  sent  for. 

Col.  Chipman  replleil  that  many  of  them 
had  prevaricated  or  conceded  facts  which 
made  it  necessary  lor  government  to  take  ex- 
traordinary measures  to  get  at  truth. 

The  evidence  wa.s  less  ^material  to  the  dc- 
t'endant  than  to  the  trial,  and  was  ol  a  gen- 
eral chanctcr.  He  could  not  tell  when  he 
could  procure  thc  testimony  of  this  regular 
defence.  Government  would  not  resist  an 
application  for  a  continuance. 

Mr.  Baker  asked  the  commission 
to  adjourn  lor  at  least  a  week  from  next 
Tuesday,  lor  the  following  reasons : 

1st.  That  coming  into  the  case  at  the  day 
of  its  opening,  I  have  had  no  time  to  do  more 
than  keep  along  daily  with  the  examination 
ot  w  itncsses  put  upon  tho  stand  by  thc  prose- 
cution., I  have  had  no  time  to  inform  myself 
of  what  witnesses  the  defense  have  had,  nor 
what  they  will  testify  to  generally,  nor  on 
what  points  any  certain  witness  will  testify. 
Upon  all  these  matters  I  must  inform  myself 
by  calling  on  witnesses  together,  and  learning 
from  them  what  they  know,  and  upon 
what  facts  in  the  case  tlicy  can  testify.  To 
do  this  requires  lime,  which  I  must  ask  most 
respectfully  of  the  Court. 

2d.  I'herc  are  many  points  in  the  pro.^-ecu- 
tion  just  closed,  as  there  are  in  every  other 
CISC,  and  more  especially  cases  ot  tlic  magni- 
tude ot  this,  which  admit  and  re- 
quire at  our  hands  a  complete  refuta- 
tion and  contradiction.  This  I  know  can  be 
done,  tait  it  necessitates  the  great  lalior  of 
overlooking  the  icstlmonv  and  documents  o! 
the  jirosccution,  which,  numlicring  several 
thousand  puges,  requires  much  research  ami 
time.  A  third  reason,  and  one  which  I  regret 
to  oiler  is.  that  laljors  devolving  upon  me  in 
this  case  have  proven  (luiie  too  heavy,  aud  my 
own  health  requires  that  I  should  have  a  few 
days  of  rest.  I  do  not  wish  to  ask  a  favor  of 
this  court,  tor  reasons  altogether  persona  to 
myself;  l)ut  when  I  stiitc  to  the  court  that  I 
am  unable  to  go  on  further  with  the  ca»e  with- 
out rest,  I  trust  the  court  will  lielieve  in  honor 
that  the  statement  come^  not  from  any  wish 
to  delay  the  case,  but  from  my  unpaired  con- 
dition of  health. 

A  fourth  reason,  and  an  iiu]<ortant  one  in 
our  defense  is  this,  and  to  give  it  more  weight 
with  this  court,  by  Iieing  more  clearly  seen, 
I  mu«t  state  It    in    comparison  with  means 
and  powers  of  government.    Government  has 
>hown  a  commendable  disposition  to  do  sev- 
erally what  could  be  made  strongly  to  appear 
necessary  for  the  defendant, i>iit  itahonld  rcaol- 
ject  that  It  had  convened  many  months  lieforc 
the  trial  had  commenced  in  preparing  thc  pros- 
ecution.   Thc  learned  gentlemen  conducting 
tte  prosecution  have  had  the  advantage  of  all 
facilities    coming    from    that  most   ellicient 
Department,  known  as  thc  Bureau  of  Military 
Justice,  and  I  may  add,  with  honor,  rather 
than  disrespect,  the  advantage  of  advice  and 
judgment  of  that  truly  able  and  worthy  pub- 
lie  servant.  Judge  Hoit,  In  advising  the  path 
for  them  to  pursue.     They  have  had  money 
untold.  If  needcd.at  their  command ;  they  have 
acents,  serv.int8,  clerks  and  reporters  for  ev- 
ery convenience  and  every  want.    They  have 
had  whole  or  any  portion  of  detective  and 
military  'orcc  of  the  i-ountry  to  search  and 
look  up  and  bring  before  them,  any  and  ev- 
ery   person  who  could  in   any   way,  or  by 
slightest  word,  throw  any  light  upon  their  side 
of  "the  case.    In   a  word,  they   have  had  all 
that  a  great,  earnest  and  all-powcrl'ul  govern- 
ment could  with  prudence,  l)estow  in  accu- 
mulating the  whole  debris  of  the  fallen  South- 
ern Confederacy  upon  the  head  ol  Capt.  Wir^. 
Ut  this  I  do  not  complain,  for  I  recite  it  only 
in  comparison.    How  ia  it  now  with  the  de- 
fence ?    Capt.  Wirz  lies  before    you  with  a 
luind  so  shattered  that  he  is  unable  even  to 
give  his   counsel   reliable   information   upon 
most  vital  points  of  his  defense.    He  has  not 
even  the  means  to  procure  the  necessaries  of 
a  sick  man,  much  less  to  defray  expenses  in- 
cident   to  a    trial  like  this.      He  has  bookt 
and  documents,  but  thoy  have,  until  to-day, 
been  kept  trom  his  counsel  l>y  Government. 
Ho  has  wi'.nesses,  like  the  government,  in  all 
portions  of  thc  United  States,  in  almost  every 
State  aud  village  of  the  country.     Some  of 
them  have  come  at  his  request,  and   many 
have  fieen  deteried  by  the  expense  of  coming. 
The  place  of  residence  of  ni.iny  who  are  mo>t 
important  witnesses  are  anknown,  and  mes- 
sengers would  lie  required  to  seek  them,  and 
no  means  to  dcfiay  these  expenses.      Other 
witnesses  will  not  come   ••niess  at  great  ex- 
pense.     Here  then  is  sickness  and  misery 
struggling  rgainst  opulence  and  power,  pov- 
erty sirugiiling  with  untold  |>ower  and  wealth. 
Truly,  gentlemen,  I  may  say  then  that  we,  aa 
his  coaiisel,  in  all  our  good  intentions,  are  but 
presumptious  in  endeavoring  to  defend  hiui. 
We  in  our  weakness  do  but  insult  thc  majesty 
(d'  our  government  when  wo  aticinpt  so  much. 
For  these  reasons,  I  ask  that  thc  Court  give  us 
at  least  until  a  week  from  next  Tuesday  be- 
fore wc  enter  upon  thc  defense,  and  if  in  the 
meantime,  for  want  of  means  wc  cannot  get 
together  the  distantly  separate  witnesses  of 
defense,  I  for  one  fear  I  shall  feel  it  my  duty 
to  relinquish  it  entirely.

The  rotinij  upon  fueh  amendment 
shall  he  by  ballot,  distinct  and  separate  from 
the  ballot  for  any  njfker  voted  for  al  the  same 
cleitiott. 

Any  vote  upon  the  amendment  which  U 
written  or  printed  on  the  state  or  county 
ticket  will,  therefore,  not  be  counted.  It 
is  important  that  the  prevalent  error  in 
relation  to  this  matter  be  corrected. 
Will  our  State  exchanges  be  particular  to 
pass  this  item  around,  and  to  sec  that  all 
votes  for  the  amendment  are  printed  on 
separate  ballots.  It  is  of  no  pirticidar 
consequence  how  votes  against  it  are 
printed.  The  bill  passed  last  winter  pro- 
viding for  'be  submissfon  of  the  amend- 
ment to  the  people,  rr-inire.-t  that  tho 
ballots  shall  be  printed  "For  Amendment 
to  Section  One,  Article  Seven,"  or 
"Against  Section  One,  Article  Seven." 
l>et  there  be  as  many  of  the  former  and 
as  lew  of  the  latter  as  possible.

Allow  me  to  put  oq  record  another 
of  tbore  ioenes  that  have  «o  often  dis- 
f;racevi  I'etnbioa,  ami  rendered  celebrated 
this  sei-'tion  ol  the  coiintrv  (or  LolJ-blood- 
ed  murders,  disorders,  depredations, 
iTinaes  and  horrors,  too  numerous  to  enu- 
merate. 

Oq  the  otfa  inst.,  a  Sioax  woman  mar- 
nei  to,  or  adopted  by  a  son  of  Le  Peter 
Laird,  commonly  known  as  "Crooked 
Nose,"  a  Chippewa  Indian  of  this  place. 
at  the  big  for:  dividing  the  liritish  and 
the  American  territories,  with  lied  Lake 
Chippewaa  there  encamped,  while  going 
to  the  river  after  a  pail  of  water,  was  fol- 
lowed and  killed  with  an  axe,  by  a  young 
Indian  of  the  latter  place.  It  might  be 
claimed  that  this  Sioux  woman  will  be 
one  less  to  increase  the  number  of  Sioux 
murderers,  but  it  will  not  lessen  the  hor- 
rors of  this  crime,  committed  in  cold 
blood,  when  she  thought  her  life  safe,  be- 
iog  married  to  one  of  their  own,  to  re- 
venge the  banging  of  bis  father,  by  the 
British  authorities,  in  the  settlement,  oc- 
curring some  fourteen  }ear.-  ago,  tor 
having  killed  one  or  two  Sioux  at  a  pea<  e 
meeting  of  Sioux  and  Chippewas. 

In  vain  have  we  hoped  that  when  this 

section  of  the  country,  once  bought,  the 

Chippewas  would  behave  mere  decently, 

for  they   never  have   been  so   bad  and 

troublesome  before    as   since   the  treaty. 

The  Red  Lake   Chippewas   have  lately 

stolen  several  horses  in  the  settlement,  a 

few  of   which  have   been    recovered  here 

last  week.     We  are  on  the  look  out.  and 

expect  some  of  ours  will  L<oon  be  missing. 

The  St.  Joseph  Chippewas,  last  fall,  and 

during  the  winter,  have    kdled  and  eaten 

oxen  of  C.  Bottineau,  ho?;s  of  C.  Grant, 

chopped,  burned  ami   destroyed   several 

houses  of   the  balf-brceds.     At  Pembina 

they  are  now  stealing  garden  stuff.  They 

arc  too  la<:y    to    plant  anything,  but  not 

too   ia^y    to    :3tcal  and    beg.     Until    the 

Government    does  something    for   these 

frontiers,    the    very    best  portion  of  the 

whole  Territory  of  Dakota,  there  will  be 

notbiog  for   us  left  but   despair  and    dis- 
coaragemcnf

Bl.\ckijeath  P.\bk,  Kfm,  Sept.  1, 
ISC.t. -/)(;ar  Sir:  I  am  sincerely  obliged 
to  you  forgiving  mean  opp  irtunity  of 
reading  the  letter  of  Cicneral  Cox,  and 
your  excellent  paper  in  rcplv. 

You  ask  nic  for  an  opinion.  I  should 
hesitate  very  looj;  before  obtruding  upon 
any  American,  and  still  mor  •■  upon  the 
American  public,  any  mere  opinion  of 
mine  respecting  their  interna!  concerns. 
But  it  IS  the  concern  of  all  mankind,  almost 
as  much  as  of  the  I'nited  States,  that  tht 
coi;i|uest  achieved  by  your  gieat  and  ar- 
duous .-trjggle  should  not  be,  in  the  very 
hour  of  victory,  carelessly  llmg  away; 
and  the  opinion  wliicb  you  do  me  the 
honor  to  ask,  is  one  which  1  share  with 
so  many  of  the  noblest  and  wisest  Ameri- 
cans, that  1  need  have  the  li-ss  scruple 
in  expressing  it. 

It  is  certainly  some  gain  to  (he  negroes 
.ind  to  the  principle  of  freedom,  that  they 
have  been  made  even  nominally  free.  I 
do  not  pretend  that  it  is  nt  thing,  that 
they  can  no  longer  be  legally  bought  and 
sold.  But  this  is  about  theanouiit  ol  all 
they  will  have  gained,  if  iht  power  of 
legislation  over  them  is  handt  1  ever  once 
more  to  their  old  masters,  ind  to  tho 
mean  whites,  by  whom  ibcy  iirc  despised 
as  much,  and  probably  more,  than  even 
by  their  masters,  and  who  have  been 
lighting  these  tour  years  to  letain  them 
enslaved.  It  it  were  not  (or  your  State 
institutions,  tb?  case  would  not  bn  so 
pressing  ;  for  those  who  have  made  them 
free  could  keep  them  so.  But,  once  the 
war-power  laid  down,  and  be  regular 
course  of  State  g3vernr:^n'  restored, 
what  IS  to  prevent  a  Str.  e  legislature, 
chosen  by  tbeir  enemies,  from  making 
laws  under  which,  unless  the/  resist  by 
force,  they  will  have  as  little  the  conlrol 
of  their  own  actions,  as  little  protection 
tor  life,  honor  and  properly,  will,  in 
short,  be,  except  in  a  few  of  he  outward 
incidents  of  slavery,  almo.  t  as  much 
slaves  as  before ;'  To  bring  :  his  about  it 
would  not  even  be  necessary  to  enact 
new  laws.  It  would  suffice  t )  leave  the 
old  ones  unrepealed,  by  whic  j  the  testi- 
mony of  a  negro  cannot  !'o  received 
against  a  white  man.  Nay.  cvi  n  were  laws 
abrogated,  nothing  more  would  be  need- 
ed than  partiality  and  prejudice  in  the 
white  courts  of  justice.  And  would  it  be 
consistent  with  ordinary  human  nature 
that  such  partiality  and  prendice  sbo'.dd 
not  e\ist ''  All  this  h  so  i  vident,  that 
even  the  candidate,  to  wbos!  letter  you 
so  ably  replied,  is  ifuite  awaiu  of  it,  and 
cat.  su^^gest  no  means  of  averiing  the  evd, 
exiept  what  I  agree  with  you  m  regardinj^ 
as  the  chimerical  proj'ct,  of  ctfcctiDg  a 
local  separation  between  Ihi  two  races, 
excluding  the  negroes  from  he  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  States  and  giving  ihcrii  a  terri- 
torial government  apart.  It  i.s  not  to  be 
believed  that  the  President  ir  Congress 
will  entertain  sulIi  a  scheme  is  this  seii- 
ously.  11.  then,  they  allow  the  Soutiierii 
States  to  reorgani.(:c  themselves,  and  re- 
sume their  constitutional  ri<;hls,  without 
negro  sullrage,  what  is  to  be  done  .'  To 
abandon  the  negroes  to  the  tei  dcr  mercies

Eiii'i^d,  That  while  we  dei'lore  the  death, 
by  aasassmation.  ot  Abraham  L'ncoln  aa  ilo^- 
ing  a  career  ot  transcendent  usefulness  jnd 
honiir,  and  as  a  ^nax  uatiunil  calamity,  we 
recognue  in  .\mlrevv  Juhnaon,  his  >uceeosor. 
a  staiesmau  ut  al-ility,  cxperifine.  high-toned 
pair:utiini,  and  the  m'»st  uo»ullied  irtcsrity; 
one  who  hAs  rendered  luvaluai'le  services  t«i 
the  Union  cause  during  tlie  retKllum  and 
whose  sin.^'le- hearted  devotion  to  the  perman- 
ent prosperity  and  g'ory  ct  our  common 
country,  commands  tlie  respect  and  confi- 
dence of  the  .\mericin  people;  that  we  renew 
to  him  iu  his  administration  assurances  of  cor- 
dial andetFectivc  support,  which  were  render- 
ed hy  us  in  bi^  nomination  and  election.

ry and  the  fultiilmont  ot  the  constitutional 
obliitation  of  the  national  authority  toguarau- 
lee  to  every  .state,  a  KcpuMican  lorm  of  gov- 
ernment, and  that  we  ionh>lently  look  for- 
ward under  his  wise  and  patriotic  administra- 
tioii  to  the  estaihishmcnt  of  more  cordial  re- 
lations of  greater  niutial  respect  and  of  strong- 
er interest  in  each  otliors  welfare,  l)etween  the 
Norihern  and  .Sonihern  sections  of  the  coun- 
try, than  have  hitherto  prevailed,  and  that  in 
all  the  measures  he  may  adopt,  tending  to  the 
attaninent  of  these  just  and  neniticent  ends, 
we  pledge  him  our  cordial  and  hearty  sup- 
port. 

That  while  we  regard  the  national 
sovereipnty  over  ail  the  sntijectscommittctl  to 
It  by  the  c'onsiitution  of  the  United  .states  as 
hav'iDK'  been  confined  and  estaf)lished  t>y  the 
recent  war.  we  rcirard  the  several  State.s  in  the 
Union  as  having  that  jurisdiction  over  all  li> 
eal  and  domestic  affairs  expressly  reserved  to 
them  hy  'he  same  constitutional  authority, 
and  that  lehem'cer  li  shall  be  deemed  compati- 
ble Kith  the  public  safety  to  restore  to  the  states 
late'y  m  rebellion  the  renewed  exercise  of  those 
tiijht*,  w^e  trust  that  it  will  be  done  in  the  faith 
arid  on  the  basis  that  they  tcill  he  exercised  in 
a  spirit  of  equal  and  impartial  Justice,  and 
with  a  riew  to  the  elevation  and  preparation 
for  the  full  right!  of  citizenship  of  alt  ther 
people,  inasmuch  as  these  are  principles  ichich

Hon.  Henry  J 
Rajmond  briefly  addressed  the  conven- 
tion. cor:,'ratulating  the  delegates  upon 
the  unanimity  and  harmony  that  has 
tnarkedall  their  proceedings,  and  upon 
the  excellenca  of  the  ti-ket  thev  have  put

The  reoolutions  were  then  adopted 
unanimously. 


of  those  from  whom,  at  so  teiriblc  a  cost, 
you  have  so  lately  rescued  them:'  No 
party  or  set  ol  men  in  the  In  ;  States  are 
so  shameless  as  to  propose  tfis  combined 
turpitude  and  imbecility.  I'ut  the  free- 
dom of  the  negroes  and  the  lelf  govern- 
ment of  the  Southern  States  as  at  pres- 
ent constituted,  cannot  coex  st ;  and  if  it 
is  determined  that,  come  wlat  will,  the 
former  shall  be  a  reality,  it  iiust  be  in- 
tended that  I  he  latter  shoul«i  bo  a  mere 
pretense.  A  censorship  will  have  to  be 
exercised  over  all  the  acts,  holh  legisla- 
tive and  administrative,  of  tii-;  State  gov- 
ernments ;  the  Federal  authorities  will, 
bv  military  coercion,  prevent  or  set  aside 
all  proccediDgs  calculatetl  to  interfere 
widi  that  "piality  of  civil  right  i  which  thev 
arc  bound  by  cverv  conside -ation,  both 
ol  duty  and  of  iutertJt.  to  sieiire  to  the 
freed  race.  And  this  military  dictator- 
ship will  have  to  be  continue  I  for  a  vcrv 
great  length  of  time ;  lor  it  is  .-peaking 
within  bounds  to  say  (hat  wo  genera- 
tions must  elapse  before  tht  habits  and 
feelings  engendered  by  slavery  give  place 
to  new  ones  — before  the  s  aui  which  the 
position  of  .slave-master  burns  into  the 
very  souls  of  t'je  piivileged  population 
can  be  expected  to  fade  out. 

This  is  the  state  of  thing i  whieb  the 
policy  now  apparently  acted  on  by  the 
Fed»^ral  ( iovernment  leads  to  ;  but  l  have 
too  high  an  opinion  ol  the  iu'eirions  and 
feelings  ol  the  President,  utid  the  prac- 
tical good  sense  and  detrruiii  ation  ol  the 
American  people,  to  believe  that  such  a 
policy  will  bo  persevered  in.  It  would 
be  nothing  less  than  electinf;  to  rule  ty- 
rannically over  the  whole  Si  u'.he-rn  Jiop- 
ula'ion,  in  order  to  avoid  d  'piiving  the 
white  half  of  that  population  it  the  |iower 
of  tyranizing  over  the  black  'lalf. 

Instead  ol  restoring  to  the  States  lately 
in  rebellion  a  nominal  sell -government 
which,  unless  you  are  willio  ;  to  saorilice 
all  that  has  been  gained  by  I  )ur  years  of 
war.  cannot  be  sutlered  to  b-!  real,  would 
it  not  be  better  to  make  the  self-,  overn- 
ment  real,  but  to  grant  it  only  to  a  mixed 
community,  in  which  the  po  lulation  who 
have  been  con  jptdl  by  vii  ioui  institu- 
tions will  be  neutralized  by  Hack  citizens 
and  whit'?  immigrants  from  tlie  North !' 

And  what  is  the  hindrance  tothi.i  in  the 
minds  of  the  President  and  lis  cabinet? 
Is  it  scruplf.'s  about  legality?  To  he 
scrupulous  ab^ut  exceedini^  his  lawful 
powers,  well  becomes  the  fir  I  m.agistrato 
of  a  tree  people.  Putin  t  lis  case  the 
scruple  8«!ems  whollj  out  of  place.  We 
are  told  that  the  rebel  State  must  be  as- 
sumed never  to  have  bcet^  out  of  the 
Union,  and  therefore  to  be  incondition- 
ally  entitled  to  all  their  orignal  liberties 
and  powers  the  moment  the*  condescend 
to  accept  them.  Reason  wcull  say,  on 
the  contrary,  that  by  dcclarirg  themselves 
independent  of  iheUnion,  thiy  could  not, 
indeed,  divest  themselves  of  its  obliga 
tions,  but  certainly  forfeited  its  privjlt'ges 
A  stale  of  civil  war  suspends  all  legal 
rights  and  all  social  compnets  between 
the  <-onibatants.  Except  under  the  terms 
of  a  capitulation,  defeated  nbels  have  no 
rights  but  the  universal  one  i  f  humanity. 
The  Souihern  people,  their  lives,  bodies 
and  estates,  were,  by  the  issue  of  the 
war,  placed  at  the  disc  etton  of  their 
coni|ierors;  but  of  compi  trors  whom 
both  the  general  law  of  ri;  ht,  and  liie 
special  principles  of  lhe:r  own  so- 
cial and  politii-al  insti  iitions  lor 
bid  to  exercise  j>criiianeiit  domituoii 
over  any  human  beings  as  sibjccts,  or  on 
any  looting  than  that  of  eijudcitizenship. 
It  would,  however,  bo  on  lb  :  part  of  the 
f.ce  States  a  generosity  part  iking  of  silli- 
ness were  they  to  give  back  to  their  bit- 
ter enemies  not  only  powei  to  govern 
themselves,  ;ind  the  negroes  within  their 
limits,  but,  (through  reprctcnlativs  in 
Congress.)  to  govern  the  fr«  e  States  too, 
without  first  exacting  sud  changes  iu 
the  structure  of  Soutl  crn  society 
as  will  render  such  a  relation  b 
tween  them  and  the  free  States 
rational  and  safe.  If  you  have  not  a 
right  to  da  this,  you  had  rota  right  to 
impose  the  abolition  of  Slavt  ry.  Consider 
what  an  element  you  arc  going  once  more 
to  admit  into  the  supreme  g  )vernment  of 
the  Union.  Think  of  this  oi  c  thing  -it  is 
but  ono  of  many.  Kvery  S'>uther»  mem- 
ber of  Congress  elected  vithoiit  negro 
suffrage  is  a  sure  vote  lor  that  blackest 
and  most  disgraceful  bre:  ch  of  faith, 
which  would  brand  America!  Democracy 
and  popular  government  itself  with  a 
mark  that  would  endure  foi  generations 
— the  repudiation  of  the  wiir  debt.     The 


Southern  representatives,  in  fact,  would 
be  the  only  members  ol  Congress  who 
could  honestly  vote  for  this  ;  since,  to 
their  minds,  unless  the  Confederate 
debt  is  recognized  too,  it  would  seem 
only  ei]ual  justice.  This  is  of  itself  a 
suilicient  reason  why  no  community, 
composed  exclusively  or  principally  ol 
those  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  re- 
bellion, is  lit  to  have  a  voice  in  Congress. 
01  course,  the  States  have  to  b*  readmit- 
ted;  to  keep  them  out  and  govern  them 
as  subjects,  would  Im-  in  contradiction  to 
all  the  principles  ol  the  Amcri<au  or  any 
other  free  constitation.  Hut  the  future 
history  o?  Arnvriva,  perhaps  for  ages  to 
come,  deiH>Dds,  (I  cannot  but  think), 
upon  your  requiring  thcin,  before  admis- 
sion, to  gire  guarautees  to  ireedotu,  by 
admixture  with  .VUow-citizcns  whose  in- 
terests and  freliogs  are  in  unison  with 
justice,  and  with  l>>e  principles  ol  the  free 
States.  Migration  from  the  North  will 
do  this  in  time  and  in  part,  but  only  re- 
gro  suffrage  cin  do  it  futlicientU. 

I  havo  no  objection  to  requiring,  .as  a 
condition  of  the  sullrage.  education  up  to 
the  point  of  reading  and  writing .  b»>t 
upon  condition  that  this  shall  be  re<|uired 
eipmlly  from  the  whites.  The  poor 
whiles  of  the  South  are  under»too<l  to 
need  education  nuitc  us  much  as  the  ne- 
groes, and  are  certainly  <|uile  as  unlit  lor 
the  exercise  of  the  sullrage  without  it.

No  bank  clerk  on  the  salary  of  a  thou- 
sand dollar.,  a  year  goes  to  bis  bank  as 
regularly,  or  works  as  many  hours,  as 
Win.  B.'Astor,  who  counts  up  his  (orty 
millions.  His  little  one-story  ollice,  a 
step  or  two  Irom  Proadway.  on  Prince 
street,  with  its  iron  b;»rs.  making  it  re- 
semble a  police  prison,  is  the  den  where 
he  performs  his  daily  toil,  and  out  ol  .all 
his  wealth  and  labor  gets  only  "his  vic- 
tuals and  clothes."'  He  attends  person- 
ally to  all  his  business,  knows  every  dol- 
lar of  rsnt  or  income  due,  pays  out  every 
dollar  makes  his  entries  in  his  own  hand, 
and  obliges  bis  subordinates  to  come  to 
bin-  lor  inforniation  while  he  docs  not  go 
to  them.  He  i;enerally  comes  down  in 
the  omm'jus  at  an  rar'y  hour  in  the  day, 
and  rcmain.s  closely  ;jb?orb(?d  in  buai.'iess 
until  .">  oVbek.  He  rarsly  takes  extT- 
cisc,  and  linds  his  pleasure  »n  the  closest 
attention  to  business.  A  friend  of  mine 
rode  to  Washington  with  hi«>i  i!Y  the 
same  c;'r  from  New  York.  He  neither 
spoke  nor  got  out  of  his  seat,  and  ha.^dly 
moved,  from  .lersey  City  to  Washington. 
He  usually  leaves  his  olBce  at  .•  o'clock, 
and  walks  slowly  up  Broadway  to  Lafay- 
ette place.  He  is  over  six  feet  high, 
heavily  built,  with  a  decided  Ccrnianlook, 
small  hazy  eyes,  as  il  he  was  hall  asleep. 
I>c;i:d  round  as  a  pumpkin  and  about  as 
destitute  of  liair.  Ho  is  exceedingly 
hospitable,  and  in  "  the  season"  gives  a 
dinner  to  his  friends  weekly,  at  which  the 
richcit  viands,  in  services  of  gold  and  sil- 
ver, are  presented  by  liveriovl  servants  to 
his  guests.  Commodore  V'anderbilt  nev- 
er worked  harder  in  his  lite,  never  work- 
I  d  more  hours  than  now.  He  has  a  cou- 
lidcntial  I  Icrk  who  works  like  ;t  packhor:>e, 
who  has  been  in  his  employ  for  thirty  years. 
Besiilcs  this,  \'anderbilt  does  his  own 
business,  makes  and  executes  bis  own 
contracts,  and  this,  with  the  business  he 
dues  on  twenty  millions,  is  no  small  toil. 
The  Co'iimodorc  goes  down  to  busi- 
ness regularly  every  day.  and  can  bo 
louud  at  (citain  hours.  His  only  rci  re- 
al ion,  euchre  and  fast  horses.  Moses 
Taylor,  whose  dividends  from  his  coal 
stock  alone  this  year  reached  the  pretty 
little  sum  ol  a  million  of  dollar:^  begun 
l>usinc^s  in  New  York  when  he  was  six- 
teen years  ol  age,  kept  his  own  books 
withbii  owu  hand,  and  has  done  so  ever 
>incc.  His  library  in  his  house  ou  Filth 
Avenue  i»  a  regulai"  work-shop.  Every 
night  he  brings  up  his  business  with  his 
own  haml..  His  vast  business  personal 
toLimscll.  and  his  business  as  trustee, 
are  kept  by  himself.  He  makes  all  the 
original  entries  ot  sort  and  kind,  and 
goes  to  his  otiicc  for  no  information,  and 
he  knows  just  bow  thing  ■  must  be  there 
to  be  right.  And  should  every  record 
kept  by  his  bookkeepers  and  clerks  be 
destroyed,  it  would  make  no  dilferoncc 
with  him,  for  he  has  the  originals  in  his 
own  hands.  Many  merchants  spend  the 
altornooii  in  riding,  or  iu  games,  or  in 
the  excitement  in  the  evening  Stock 
Board  ;  but  >vlr.  Taybr  finds  his  recrea- 
tion in  a  bath,  a  good  dinner,  a  comforta- 
ble siesta,  and  an  evening  devoted  to 
work.  Such  a  man  would  make  money 
ami  keep  it.

W'e  sec  by  the  New  York  papers  that 
the  Northern  Tacific  Kadroad  is  just  be- 
ginning to  develop  what  we  have  alway!> 
considered  to  be  its  greatest  element  of 
sirmgth,  viz:  its  international  character, 
is  now  commanding  the  attention  nt  (he 
capitalists  of  the  I'nited  States  and  (ireat 
Britain.  This  road  was  chartered  by  the 
Syth  Congress  to  connect  Lake  Superior 
with  the  waters  of  Paget  Sound  and  the 
Columbia  Uiver,  running  upon  a  line  north 
ol  the  |.">th  degree  of  la'itude,  through  the 
Stitcs  of  NVisconsin,  Minnesota,  the  Ter- 
ritoes  uf  Dakota,  Montana.  Idaho  and 
Washington.  Congress  has  granted  to 
aid  in  building  this  road  nearly  fifty  mil- 
lions of  acres  of  land.  The  road  will  pass 
through  and  develop  the  richest  agricul- 
tural and  mineral  portion  of  the  American 
continent  a  country  capable  of  sustain- 
ing a  hundred  millions  of  people.  The 
trade  of  that  vast  country  will  be  brought 
to  our  doors- -the  inttrcsts  of  peace  and 
civilizition  will  i>o  advanced  -the  road 
will  become  a  great  International  High- 
way, over  wbi':h  the  trade  of  Europe  and 
Asia  will  surely  pass. 

We  see  no  reason  why  the  capital  of 
England  and  Canada  should  net  unite 
itself  with  the  land  grants  of  the  United 
States  in  .at  once  constructing  this  road, 
the  interest  being  guarded,  if  necessary, 
by  a  special  treaty  between  Great  liritain 
and  the  United  States.  Its  nearness  to 
our  northern  boundary,  will  afford  to  the 
[leople  of  British  Columbia  all  the  .advan- 
tages that  are  so  desirable  by  them  and  to 
the  British  Government.  Victoria,  their 
great  naval  and  commercial  depot  upon 
the  Pacific,  becomes  at  once  united  with 
the  coinmeriial  interests  of  Montreal  ami 
t^uebec. 

Col.  Rowland  is  now  on  Ins  way  to  t^uc- 
bee  to  endeavor  to  unite  in  this  enterprise 
the  interests  oi  Canada  with  those  ol  the 
United  States.  W'e  have  no  doubt  ol  the 
success  of  bis  mission,  as  the  project  must 
eoiiiinand  the  sanction  of  the  ('anadian 
tiovernment.  .\s  a  matter  in  which  Bos- 
ton and  New  England  arc  diic'tly  inter- 
I'stcd  we  shall  refer  to  it  again.

An  Kuglish  paper  says  :  "Au  incident 
IS  just  notv  bein^  discussed  in  military 
circles,  so  extraordinary,  that  were  not 
its  truth  vouched  fur  on  oiiicial  authority, 
the  narration  would  certainly  be  deemed 
absolutely  incredible.  Our  officers  quar- 
tered at  the  Cape,  between  fiJteen  and 
twenty  years  ago,  may  remember  a  cer- 
tain Doctor  Harry,  attached  to  ihc  medi- 
cal Btutr  there,  and  enjoying  a  reputation 
for  considerable  skill  in  bis  prefefsion, 
espcci.illy  for  lirinness,  decision,  and  ra- 
pidity in  dillicult  operations.  This  gen- 
tleman hitd  entered  the  army  in  lM;t,  had 
passed,  o(  course,  through  the  grades  of 
of  assi.stant  .surg'^on  and  .surgeon  in  vari- 
ous regiments,  and  bad  served  as  such 
in  various  iiuarler.i  of  the  globe.  His 
prolession.il  ac<iuiremenis  had  jirocured 
for  him  his  promoiion  to  the  staff  at  the 
Cape.  He  was  clever  and  agreeable, 
savs  for  the  drawback  of  a  most  ijuarrel- 
somc  temper  and  an  inordinate  addiction 
to  argument,  which  perpetually  brought 
the  former  peculiarity  into  play.  lie 
was  cxccs.sively  plain,  ol  feeble  propor- 
tions, and  labored  under  the  iiuperfcc- 
fion  of  a  ludicrously  .stiucAking  voice. 
Any  natural  '•challing"'  with  regard  to 
these,  however,  especially  roused  his  ire. 
but  was  at  length  discontinued  on  Lis 
"CAlling  cui"  a  persevering  ollender  and 
shooting  him  through  the  lungs. 

"About  IS  10  he  became  promoted  to 
be  a  medical  inspector,  and  wan  trans- 
ferred to  Malta.  There  he  was  e<|ually 
distinguished  by  his  skill  and  by  his  pug- 
nacious propensities,  the  latter  becoming 
so  inconveniently  <l«veloped  upon  the 
slightest  diirerencc  of  opinion  with  Lira, 
that  at  last  no  notice  was  allowed  to  be 
taken  of  his  lits  ol  temper.  He  proceed- 
ed from  Malta  to  Corfu,  where  he  was 
ijiiarterol  for  many  years,  still  conspicu- 
ous for  the  same  peculiarities.  \Vhen 
our  government  ceded  the  Ionian  Islands 
to  Greece,  and  our  troops,  of  course, 
ipiilted  tbe  territory.  Dr.  Barry  elected 
to  leave  the  army,  ami  Lake  up  his  resi- 
dence for  the  rest  of  his  day.s  at  Corfu. 
He  there  died  about  a  month  ago,  and 
upon  hi<  death  wa.s  discovered  to  be  a  wo- 
man I  Very  probably  this  disi  ovcry  was 
elicited  during  the  natural  pnpanii  ions 
fur  inlcrment,  but  there  seems  to  be  an 
idea  prevalent  that  either  verbally,  dur- 
ing the  last  illness,  or  by  sonit  writing, 
perused  immediately  after  his  ( lor  we 
mu.^t  still  use  the  *  ma.sculine')  death,  he 
had  begged  to  lie  burieil  without  a  )ti>i,t 
mnrlcin  c.\amination  of  any  sort. 

This,  most  liki  ly,  only  aroiiaeil  Ihe 
i'uiiosily  of  the  two  nursc;  who  attend 
him.  for  il  was  to  them,  it  ap|i»ai  -,  that 
the  di.-closure  of  this  mystery  is  owing. 
Under  Iho  cirt  umstance.s,  the  fact,  was 
deemed  so  important  that  medical  testi- 
mony was  called  in  to  report  upon  and 
record  it,-*  truth  Hy  this  investigation 
not  only  was  the  assertion  jil.aceil  beyond 
doubt ,  but  it  was  e<|uully  bcyomi  adoubl 
lirough*  to  light  that  lh<!  iiidividtial  in 
iiuestion  had  at  some,  time  or  another 
been  a  mother  I  This  is  all  that  is  at  yet 
known  of  this  extraordinary  t-tory.  The 
motivci  that  occasioned  and  the  lime 
when  commenced  this  lingular  decepliun 
are  both  shrouded  in  mystery.  l!ut  thus 
il  dtands  an  indubitable  fact,  lliat  a  V!o 
man  was  forty  years  an  ollicer  in  the 
British  army,  uad  fought  on",  duel,  and 
had  sought  many  more,  had  purt-iied  a 
legitimate  medical  education,  had  receiv- 
ed a  tegular  diploma,  and  l\ad  acquited 
almost  a  eelt^brity  for  skill  as  a  surgical 
operator."'

Little  Six  and  Medicine  Bottie  were  ca;-. 
Hired  on  the  17th  if  January,  2S«;i,  ,  n  Ihe 
.\sineboine  river,  about  'J-i  miles  west  of  Port 
(jarey,  in  British  .\merica,  indirectly  by 
Hatch's  Battalion,  .ind  directly  iiy  Mr.  J.  H. 
M'  Ken/ie.  formerly  of  Hutchinson,  Minn., 
nnd  Mr.  O.  Gycrc,  a  Frcnc  Ii  C.inadiaii  These 
two  men  secured  an  interview  with  the  Sioux 
Indian=.  and  after  some  ilifTf  uliy  managed  to 
get  Little  Si.\  and  Medicine  Bottle  apart  from 
their  foilowtrs.  Tl.ey,  ( Little  Si.x  and  Medi- 
cine Bottle!  came  down  with  Messrs.  Mc- 
Kcn-ie  and  Gycre  to  Mr.  McKen::ic's 
house,  and  stayed  there  all  day  Sunday,  the 
17th.  Then  Mr.  McKenzie  went  to  work  with 
whisky,  laudnum  and  chloroform,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  them  drrnk  .nnd  asleep. 
Aided  l>y  Mr.  Gyere,  he  then  procured  the 
assistance  of  some  tricnds  in  the  settement, 
whose  names  he  was  not  allowed  to  mention, 
Little  Six  wan  seized  in  Mr.  MeKcnzie's 
honse,  tied  up  hand  and  foot,  bound  upon  a 
flat  tram  and  off  he  went  with  Messrs.  McKen- 
zie and  Kmgsley  in  charge  of  him  as  prisoner, 
while  Mr. Gyere  was  ecuring Medicine  Bottle, 
which  he  did  in  a  very  lew  minutes,  aided  by 
other  persons,  .'\bout  two  miles  out  Gycre 
overtook  Mr.  McKenzie  w  ith  his  other  [irey, 
and  they  came  on  together. 

They  left  Fort  Garry  Sunday  nijht,  the  17th, 
at  U  o'clock;  changing  horses  at  Scratching 
River,  and  safely  arrived  at  the  Pembina 
stockades,  where  the  two  devils  were  safely 
secured,  on  llie  ensuing  day,  the  ISth.  at  12 
o'clock  M.,  making  a  march  of  over  G.5  miles 
in  13  hours. 

They  were  shortly  afterward  brought  to 
Fort  Snelling,  where  they  have  ever  since 
been  in  prison.

The  civil  law,  the  com ts,  tnd  civil  olliccrs 
of  the  Sute  are  restored,  ami  their  lunctions 
will  not  be  interfered  with  ly  the  military 
authorities,  except  in  eases  vhcrc  frcedmcti 
and  persons  of  color  are  e<  ncenicd.  These 
have  been  assigned  to  the  ct  urts  ot  the  Pro- 
vost M.<irshals  for  adjudicatiin,  till  the  com 
plction  of  the  Tresident's  lolicy  ot  recon- 
struction. .\11  other  cases'  «  dl  )<c  heard  and 
decided  bv  tho  civil  and  n  unicipal  courts, 
under  and"  according  to  th  i  laws  of  South 
Carolina. 

It  is  also  a  source  of  conirrUnlationtoknow 
that  the  colored  troops,  whoe  atrocious  con- 
duct h;is  disi;raced  the  .«crvii  e  and  tilled  the 
I'liblic  mind  with  the  most  h  irrihle  apprehen- 
sions, have  been  withdrawn  roiu  the  interior 
•)f  the  State,  and  are  to  be  .daced  in  garri- 
sons on  the  coast,  where  t  icy  can  do  uo 
farther  mischief.  In  all  i  ly  personal  in- 
terviews with  the  Vrcsidi  nt,  and  in  all  of 
my  di-ipatches  to  him,  I  uiiicJ  this  course 
most  earnestly.

Singularly  enough,  the  same 
oath  IS  required  bytaic  to  tie  taken  in  Arkan 
sas  and  West  Virginia,  a  id  is  there  resisted 
because  not  a  part  of  the  Constitution ;  and  in 
West  Virginia  the  oath  i>  therefore  sufimitted 
to  the  popular  vote,  this  all,  as  a  constitution 
al  amendment.

The  Treas- 
ury Department  will  not  issue  at  present  any 
more  compound  interest  notes  of  the  dcnomi- 
iiAtion  ol  !?tO;>,  whi<-h  h;  ve  been  counterfeit- 
ed, and  will  adopt  mcasi  res  to  call  in  such  as 
arc  in  circulation.

I  send  you  an  abstract  ol  some  ob  • 
servalions  by  l>r.  J.  G.  Norwood  ^wbo 
was  associated  with  Dwen's  Geological 
Survey  ol  Iowa,  Wisconsin  and  Minneso- 
ta, during  the  )  ears  1S47-51)  upon  the 
min^'r.il  features  of  tlie  Vermillion  Lake 
region,  in  Northeastern  Minnesota,  from 
which  specimeus  ol  gold  bearing  ijuarU 
have  recently  been  obtained. 

Dr.  Norwood's  route  from  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior,  ascended  the  St.  Louis 
river  (a  canoe  navigation)  to  the  mouth 
ol  the  Lrabarras  river ;  thence  two  day's 
journev,  by  a  narrow  and  crooked  chan- 
nel, and  through  a  scries  of  six  lakes,  lo 
a  portage  ol  live  miles,  which  brought  hi« 
party  to  the  VermiUicn  riVcr,  a  tributary 
of  the  river  and  lake  Winnipeg  at  d  ol 
Hudson's  Kay.  The  voyage  to  Lake  Ver- 
million occupied  but  three  days. 
Tho  exploration  from  Lake  Su- 
perior to  Lake  Vermillion,  by  tho 
route  above  indicated,  occupied  17  days, 
or  from  August  \2  to  August  -".>,  in  1S17- 
Vermillion  Lake  is  about  SO  miles  due 
north  from  Foil  du  Lae,  but  the  river 
navigation  traced  by  Norwood's  parly 
cannot  be  less  than  'JiX'  miles. 

Near  the    point    where    Dr.    Norwood 
left  the  Embarras   river  and   crossed  the 
portage    to   Vermillion  river,    the  rock, 
being  the  first  seen  in  place  aUer  loivmg 
Knife  Portage,  is   described   .as    "princi- 
pally   syenitic    granite,    associated   with 
gneiss  and  traversed  by  veins  ol  <|uartzose 
granite."  Descending  the  Vermillion  river 
for  about  sixteen  miles,  rapids  frequently 
occur,  formed  by  granite  ranges    bearing 
east-northeastaiid  west-southwest.  With- 
in thrce-<iuarters  ol  a  mile  of  Vermillion 
Lake,  a  formation,  causing  a  perpendicu- 
lar lall  of   eight  feet,    "beats    east  and 
west,  and  has  thin   seams  of  <iuartz    be- 
tween the  laminae,  running  in  the  line  of 
bearing.     There  are  also  many   irregular 
patches  of  quartz,  from  eight  to  ten  feet 
long,  and  from  six  to  twelve  inches  wide, 
which  cross   the    strike   nearly    at    right

■•The  first  arm   of  the  lake  [ Vermillion  1 
traversed  was  eastot   north,  and  al)out  four 
miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  river  is  an  expo- 
sure of   No.  :m.    Nearly  s.x   miles  further 
down,  at  the  site  of  the  old  Trading  Tost,  No. 
.■)10  is  exposed,  both  on  the  main  sliorc  and 
oa  the  small  islamls  opposite.    Wc  remained 
encamped  at  this  place  two  days  for  the  pur- 
pose of  afTordinc  Colonel  Whittlesey  an  op|>or- 
tunity  to  determine  its  pcographieal  position. 
"The  outline  of  this  lake  Is  exceedingly  ir 
rcirular.    It  presents  a  succession  ol  deep  bays 
and  rocky  points  ruuiiing  almost  to  the  cen- 
tre of  the  lake,  and   is  studdcil   with  rock- 
islands,  some  of  them  ol  consiilerabie  siic. 
The  long   narrow  jHiints,  deep  b-iys  aud  nu- 
merous  indenialions,    pockets    aiil    islands, 
render  every  part  of  the  lake  a  complete  lab- 
vrinih.  thrjugh  the  numerous  winding  and 
tangled  channels   of  which    it    is    no   ea^v 
matter  for  a  stranger  to  find  his  «ay  to  a  giv- 
en   point.    The  lake    is   surrounded  by  low 
hills   in  every  direction,  and  its  chores  and 
Islands  .arc  all  densely   wooded,  there  being 
only  one  or  two  smad  islands  which  have 
been  laid  bare  by  tires.    As  you  recede  from 
the  lake,  the  country  rises  gradually,  and  is 
titutiered  with  spruce,  tir,  ash,  cedar,  maple, 
aspen  and  birch, with  pine  on  the  ridges,  liirch 
js  scarce  and  small.    In  fact,  the  timlier  is  all 
small,  none  being  above  a  medium  si^-e,  com- 
pared with  the  same  kinds  at  localities  farther 
south. 

"The  rocks  show  themselves  at  many  points 
in  the  woods,  and  are  bare  for  considerable 
areas,  or  covered  only  with  a  coating  of  moss 
easily  scraped  away  by  the  foot.  Thesp 
rocks,  which  are  eminently  magne.sian,  begin 
at  or  near  the  po:nt  where  No.  JO'.'was  t.iken. 
They  are  thinly  laminated,  and  present  at  dif- 
feicnt  places  various  degrees  of  hneness,  from 
a  bird,  coarse  variety,  to  a  tine  grained  stone, 
atinoff  tine  enough  for  hones.  They  arc  trav- 
ersed b-j  numerous  retn.i  of  quaitzfrom  an  inch 
to  five  feet  vide,  some  of  which  contain  beauti-

A  further  voyage  of  eight  davs  brouglt 
Dr.  Norwood's  party  to  Fort  Francis,  a 
post  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  on 
R*iny  L.akc,  but  for  further  geological 
description  of  the  Vermillion  river,  the 
reader  is  referred  to  the  Narrative  (pp. 
311-319.)  Kvery  where  were  evidences 
of  a  primary  formation — es]>erially  a  re- 
currence of  "talcose  slate,"  which  is  sug- 
gestive of  auriferous  roitks. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Minnesota 
gold  district  is  not  on  the  tributaries  of 
Lake  Superior,  but  is  over  the  dieidc- 
upon  the  northwestern  slope  of  the  Supe- 
rior basin — upon  the  waters  which  find 
tlieir  way  info  Hudson's  Bay.

Neither  will  any  intelligent  American  be 
(Icieivetl  bv  the  rlap-tnip  of  their  platiorni, 
tliut  they  lidopt  Ihe  resolutions  of  17'.I8,  as  in- 
terpreted bv  Jefferson,  "in  his  solemn  olMtial 
inauparal  (if  ISUI."  t'riiy,  what  interpreta- 
tion did  Jotterson,  in  "his solemn  incagural  of 
ISOl"  give  to  Ihe  reiiolutions  of  1708 .'  None 
wh;itcver;  but.  on  tlic  contrary,  flatly  declar- 
ed in  opposition  to  any  siicli  resistance  by 
^^late»  of  the  authority  and  acts  of  the  Gov 
ernnient. 

In  that  memiirubic  address  Jeflcrson  en- 
joined "ahsotiite  acijuifscenif  in  the  decisions 
ofihi  nwJoriti/.—lUv  vital  principle  of  Hcpub- 
lies;  Irom  which  there  lies  no  appeal  but  to 
force  the  vital  principles  and  iminedirtte  p.i- 
rcnt  of  despotism.  Those  are  his  words ; con- 
sider them  I  The  Union  parly  declares  w  ith 
Jetlerson  that  '  the  absolute  ao<|uiescence  in 
the  decisions  iif  the  iniijority  is  the  viial  prin- 
ciple of  the  Republic."  The  Democratic  party 
of  Ohio  declares  that  the  true  theory  is  tlie 
Ucvoliitions  ot  '!'S — the  right  of  any  State  to 
resist  the  decision  of  thcnna)orily,iit  pleasure, 
the  minority  lieing  the  judges  wlicn  tlie  ma- 
jority's decision  shall  be  acquiesced  in,  and 
when  it  shall  be  united.

In  the  Cufigtess  of  1778,  when  the 
4th  iirtide  of  the  Confe'Jcration  was  under 
I  onsidcration  it  was  attempted,  by  the  dele- 
gates from  South  Carolina,  to  insert  in  it  the 
word  ir/iite,  so   that  it  would  read  "the  free 
win  11  inhabitants  of  these  States,"  Ac.,  (pau- 
pers, vagabonds  and   fugitives  from  justice 
..xcepted).  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
IcgcN  and  immunities  ot  tree  citizens  in  the 
spvern!  States."    The  infamous  proposition  to 
denv  citirenship  to  men  who  had  elected  them 
wa.s'reiccied  by   Ihc  representatives  of  four- 
liiths  of  the  whole  people  of  the  I'nited  States, 
eight  .states  voting  solid  against  the  proposi- 
t*on.  two  tV»r  It.  one  equally  divided,  and  two 
not  represented— so  that  It  was  then  declared 
that  ail  free  inhabitants  of  these  states  were 
citi/cns,  whatever  their  color.    So  the  law  re- 
mained; and  therefore  negroes  had  a   voice 
in  making   the  Constitution    ot'   the   I'nited 
states,  as  well  as  white  men;  it  was  nii'dc  iiy 
black  men  as  well  as   white;  and,    from  that 
hour  to  this,  every  tree  negro  b  irn  and  resid- 
ing within  the  Inltcil  Stntes.   is,  in  common 
uitli  every  white  person   so  bom  and  domi- 
ciled within  the  Inited  States,  in  the  words  of 
the  Cons.itntion,  "a  natural  ts)rn  citizen  of  the 
I'nited  States."    Tnis  is  an  much  the   native 
Land  of  every  natural  tioni  black  citizen  as  it 
is  the  native  land  of  you  or  me.    Every  slave 
iMirn  in  Ihc  I'niled  .states,  under  the  Consti- 
tution, was,  during  hi«  servitude,  'a  natural 
born  citi/en  of  the  Initcil  States,"  in  the  lan- 
guitgc  of  Chancellor  Kent,  "under  disability." 
It  free  necroes.  iiorn  in  the  Inited  States,  are 
citizens  of  the  I'nited  States— and  no  candid, 
intelligent   man  will  deny  it— the     govern- 
ment of  the   Inited  States  is  certainly  the 
government  of  Iree  black  citizens  as  of  free 
white  citi/cns,  and  free  black  citizens  are  as 
fully    entitled    lo   every    guarantee    of  the 
Constitution  as  .anv  white  citi/cn.  And  among 
ethers, to  that  guarantee  which  declares  "Ihe 
(iti/.ens  of  each  .Mate  shall  lie  cn'.itled  to  all 
the  privileges  and   immunities  of  citizens  (of 
the    I'nited   Mates)  in  tho  several  .States." 
Without  this  guarantee  of  the  Constitution, 
sacrc<llv  observed  or  rigidly  inforccd,  you 
have  no"  Union.    This  proposition  of  this  Dem- 
ocratic party  to  prohibit  the  immigration  ot 
negroes  into  Ohio,  is  simply  a  proposition  to 
nullify  this  provi-Mon  ot  the  Constitution  ot 
the  Uniteil  Stiitcs  as  to  the  tree  black  liti  ens 
of  the  United  States,  and  sav  that  snch   citi- 
zens of  Kentucky,  or  West  Virginia,  or  Penn- 
sylvania, or  Massachusetts,  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  any  privilege  or  immunity,  as  citizens, 
in  Ohio.    If    Ohio,  according  to  the  "true 
doctrine  of  State  Kighl.s,"  may  exclude  tho 
black  citizen  from  coming  into  the  StaU-,  she 
may  eject  those  that  are  already  here ;  and  it 
Ohio  is  not  restrained  by  tho  Constitution 
from  this  great  crime,  neither  is  any  other 
State,  and  therefore  each  and  all  of  the  States 
may  exclude  the  four  and  a  half  millions  ol 
free  black  citizens  of  the  Inited  States  Irom 
living  in  the  land  of  their  nativity,  and  with 
more  color  of  justice  any   foreign  state  to 
which  you  may  drive  Ihcni  may  also  exclude 
them.    Carry  out  this  project  of  forcible  ex- 
patriation,  and,    if  your    black    jieople  :ire 
driven  buck  by  toreign  SWtcs,  what  then. 
Simply  turn  Cannibal,  roast  and  eat  them. 
Thii  is  the  enual  and  exact  justice  to  all  men 
we  arc  told  is  proclaimed  by  Jcilcrson  in  his 
solemn  oilieial  inaugural.    If  Ohio  may  ex- 
.lude  Ihe  black  citizens  ol  Kentucky   from 
eniigrating    hither,  Kentucky    may,   by  the 
same  "true  doctrine,"  exclude  tho  white  citi- 
zens of  Ohio  Irom  emigrating  thither,  and 
thus  demonstrate  to  all  the   world   that  the 
platform  of  the  Ohio  Dcmoerary  is  scission 
and  aistinion  made  ea.sy.    Are  you,  men  ol 
( iliio.  iircparcd  to  adopt  this   imanesi  of  all 
Ihe   lornis  of  secession  and  disunion.    \ou 
know  that  the  pretense  oi  any  such  power  in 
yonr  Slate  is  hypocritical  caut— that  the  De- 
mocracy of  Ohio  repudiated  all  such   legisla- 
tion more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago. 
Yon  know  we  have  but  obc  country  and  one 
Consiittition.    Oregon  is  as  certainly  a  part  of 
my  native   land  as  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania. 
I'ennsvlvania  has  no  more  right  to  prohibit 
an  honest,  law-abiding  citizen  of  Ohio  from 
migrating  thither  than  Ohio  luis  to  expel  one 
of  her  own  good  citizens,  guilty  ol  no  crime, 
from  h9r  borders.

Lecture  by  Horat  c  Oreclcy.— 

Ingersoll's  liall  wasngsin  crowded  last  night 
with  a  deeply  alleniivo  aud  tory,  attracted  by 
the  annoiiu'jcmcnt  in  the  m  >ming  papers  that 
Horace  Greeley  was  to  debt et  a  lecture  for 
the  benttil  of  the  Library  Asso«  lation. 

In  i'onse<|uence  of  an  unexpected  change  in 
his  arrangements,  eau.'^cd  I  y  some  miflinder- 
standing,  Mr.  Greeley,  who  badspeat  the  day 
in  an  excur»ion  over  the  Minn^cot-i  Central 
Railroid,  and  was  capturci!  I'y  the coiniiiiltee 
.•\t  Mcndota,  had  leit  the  v  ritten  lecture  he 
had  prepared  to  deliver  at  Minneapolis,  and 
was  theretorc  obliged  to  oxtcmpori.-.e  a  lecture 
for  the  occasion. 

r.ut  with  Ihe  aid  of  a  few-  liurtied  notes 
sketched  In  Ihu  few  brief  moments  alb'wed 
him  for  i>r«pflraiton,  he  Inij  rovitud  a  masterly 
address  full  of  practical  i)ith  and  political 
philosophy,  upon  a  tham*  well  chos«n  for 
the  occasion,  lh«  relations  and  Interpondence 
of  the  tast  and  West,  lie  dwelt  upcn  New 
England  as  the  eradU  of  the  political  ideas 
whish  Mnderllo  our  .American  syttcm 
referred  to  Us  large  preponderance  in  the  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  tlijvclopmcnt  of  the 
country— to  the  high  moral  standard  which 
prcrailod  there. — The  AVe.s  ,  he  said,  was  the 
child  of  the  East.  I'hero  v  as  hardly  a  home 
in  New  Fngland  that  had  not  its  representa- 
tives the  West.  Our  Westcii<^ armies,  he  said, 
were  filled  with  the  i<ons  ot  1  iastcrn  men.  In  this 
connection  he  accounted  for  the  greater  suc- 
cess achieved  by  our  AVVstern  soldiers  as 
compared  with  the  achievements  of  the  F^ast 
em  armies,  on  the  ground  that  emigration 
had  swept  a  large  proportion  of  the  young  and 
vigorous  men  of  the  milii  try  ages  into  the 
West,  and  left  the  old  and  decrcpid  nt  home, 
while  the  places  they  had  al>«ndoncd  were 
tilled  with  foreign  iinmign:iits  who  cuuld  not 
Iw  expected  to  feel  the  sane  deep  and  earnest 
interest  in  the  prescrvati  m  of  our  Inion  as 
those  who  had  been  brougbt  up  to  revere  and 
love  it.  (The  explanation  seems  to  us  at 
fault.  Mr.  Greeley  iorget.s  that  the  'luotasare 
apportioned  ujon  the  m  nibcr  of  enrolled 
men,  and  thcrelore  if  w  >  have  had  at  the 
West  .1  larger  number  of  persons  wiihin  the 
military  ages,  we  have  hai  a  correspondingly 
larger  number  of  troops  I  >  turnish.  Moreo- 
ver, our  foreign  population  Is  much  larger 
proportionately  than  tli.it  of  the  Ea-t«ni 
states.  A  full  thinl  of  our  population  is  of 
lorvign  birth.  The  ratio  is  far  less  in  the 
Eastern  States.) 

He  enlarged  upon  tlic  i  u'.KSlrial  relations 
of  the  East  and  the  West,  bringing  his  favor- 
ite doctrine  of  protection  o  bear  'jpon  tliis 
portion  rif  hi*  subject,  lie  alluded  to  the 
;;rowth  of  manufactures  uwn  the  frjat  wa- 
tcriallsof  this  .*<t.uc,  and  irgucd  that  while 
protection  fostered  and  pr<  >moted  the  minu- 
facturc  of  the  coarser  fabr  cs  and  commodi- 
ttcs  requiring  less  capital  f  r  subtle  and  com- 
plicated machinery  in  theii  pr<«luction,  th:'.t 
the  Wc^t  would  for  ccntufics  le  dependent 
upon  the  Kast  for  tie  more  delicate 
and  co>itly  fabnes,  requiring  larger  capital, 
^•reatcr  skill  and  Ixtter  niKhinery,  and  that 
the  whole  country  would  1  e  dependent  ui>on 
F.urope  for  a  still  superior  class  of  commodi- 
ties. The  withdrawal  ot  protection  would 
destroy  the  incipient  iciinufacturcs  of  the 
West,  w  hile  it  would  only  1  etard  the  manufac- 
tures of  New  F^ngland,  w  lich  were  Ibrtified 
by  capital  and  lalwr-s.-n  ing  patented  ma- 
chinerr.  His  remarks  up»n  this  theme  were 
particularly  interesting. 

He  dwell  very  suggests  ly  u[>on  the  e:wlcn- 
iun  of  western  .settlement  towards  the  racitic. 
The  immense  gold-fields  01  Ihe  Rocky  Moun- 
tains were  u'jw  so  inaccessible  to  machinery 
a-s  t  I  be  uuprotitab'.e,  but  t  le  building  of  the 
proposed  Central  and  N.rthern  Pecitie  Itail- 
road:»*would  oiereoiue  this.  liBleulty,and  throw 
Iar;:e  populations  into  tic.'  mining  distiict,». 
These  would  form  a  pern  ancnt  market  for 
the  fanner*  of  Minnesota  and  he  predicted 
that  the  day  was  not  for  iHstant  when  settlers 
would  prefer  the  western  )  order  of  our  State 
on  account  ■  f  its  greater  pi  oviiiiity  lo  the  new 
mark't. 

Mr.  tiroelcy  spoke  eli  luenlly  upon  the 
harmony  ot  interests  fvetw 'en  all  sections  ol 
our  common  country  w  the  great  lM)nd  of 
I'nion.  In  th's  connection  he  alluded  to  and 
explained  his  own  famon>  position,  taken  at 
the  lioginning  of  the  war,  of  the  right  of  any 
considerable  section  of  th*  I'nion,  thorough 
ly  convinced  that  its  inti  rcrts  demanded  a 
separate  and  independent  (.ovemment,  to  form 
one,  and  secede  peaceably  from  the  Union. 
He  based  this  di>cti  ine  on  the  prim  iple  of  the 
Declaration  of  Indepcnd<  nee  that  "govern- 
ments derive  their  just  p<  wers  from  the  con- 
sent of  the  goyemed." 

'fills  position  seems  to  11*  Inconsistent  with 
the  principle  advanced  a  1  ttln  further  on,  that 
every  stction  of  this  Union  was  an  integral 
part  of  one  country,  a  t'uidamcntal  principle 
of  tbegorernmcBtof  whii  1  isthattheiuajority 
shall  rule.  Maj/  a  nunortty  of  th*  nation  s»- 
cede  ictlhoul  the  €onsent  of  th^  mnjorilyf  Mr. 
Greeley  did  not  clearly  neel  this  question, 
which  it  seems  to  ui  toi'hcs  the  root  of  the 
matter. 

The  attempted  tecessior  of  the  rebel  States 
by  force  ana  fraud  was  Rebellion,  and  must, 
of  course,  b^  met  by  foice.  He  held,  how- 
ever, that  the  bond  of  mutual  interest,  un- 
der wise  and  equfcl  laws,  was  strong  enough 
to  hold  this  Union  togetlu  r  for  ages.  He  spoke 
very  suggestively  of  the  tfectof  the  railroad 
and  tcleirraph  in  binding  ogethcrall  parts  of 
jhc  country.  He  regarded  the  nation  with  ail 
its  vast  cxpausc  of  tcrritc  ry  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  as  practicitil)-  more  compact 
and  having  far  more  cohtrcnco  than  the  old 
thirteen  States. 

He  spoke  of  emigration  to  the  West  and  of 
the  proliobility  that  the  S  mth  might  absorb  a 
good  deal  of  it,  but  said  that  the  great  moss 
of  emigration  would  still  fallow  lines  of  lati- 
tude, and  New  F^ngland  fl  id  northern  F;urope 
would  send  their  people  to  the  Northwest. 

He  spoke  of  thcnatiomil  debt,  and  showed 
how  the  expansion  of  the  wealth  of  the  coun- 
trj'  in  the  ratio  revealed  by  the  last  census, 
would  in  another  dccadr  jinictically  reduce 
the  debt  to  one- half,  and  la  twenty  years  to 
one-quarter  of  its  present  julk. 

Mr.  Greeley  touched  on  11  /rrcat  va- 
riety of  topics  germain  to  his  main  tiscme, 
ea(  h  of  whicli  ho  seemed  to  exhaust  in  a  few 
pithy  sentences,  rich  with  tiic  rrjKj  results  of 
a  life  of  reneclion.  It  is  <<ufllcicnt  lo  say  the 
most  studied  elfort  could  hordly  have  been 
more  ialeresting  or  satisfa  :tory  to  his  audi- 
ence than  this  extcmpon  discourse,  which 
was  a  happy  illustration  »f  the  remarkable 
intellectual  powers  of  this  famous  man.

The  Charleston  Aeicj  of  the  4th  inst. 
has  a  long  and  carefully  considered  lead- 
er, urging  a  prompt  and  thorough  ac- 
ijuiescenee  by  the  newly  chosen  South 
Carolina  Convention  in  the  fact  of  Eman- 
cipation.     It  closes  thus  : 

"  I'ndi-r  the  circumstances,  therefore,  wc 
think  there  can  no  no  ground  to  question  the 
propriety  ot  iiniiiediate  emancipation  by  the 
Convention.  We  end  the  eontroTprsy— ter- 
minate suspense — enter  at  once  upon  the 
measures  necessary  to  our  further  action — 
avoid  the  peril  of  intervention  by  the  govern- 
ment, or  the  still  preater  peril  of  domestic  in- 
surrection;  inspire  the  contidencc  that  will 
trust  us  to  the  further  torttines  of  the  race 
rtinons  us;  and,  possessed  ot  this  subject, 
there  is  much  >.'round  for  tht  assurance  that 
we  can  act  upon  it.  Our  people  are  well  in- 
clined to  the  neirro.  They  rcali/.e  his  condi- 
tion better  than  ho  dcH's — know  that  much  he 
does  otfcnsive  is  the  result  of  lacts  he  eoiild 
not  it  he  would, control.  The  nejrroes  arc  them- 
selves most  estimable.  They  present  a  recoril 
which,  for  service  and  order,  is  without  a 
parallel ;  :ind  now,  turned  headloni;  into 
trccdom,  without  preparation,  without  premo- 
nition— by  men  at  war  with  their  masters — 
and  told  that  they  have  been  wronged  and 
have  a  heritage  of  vengeance,  they  exhibit  in 
their  imiiistry,  order,  patience  and  propriety, 
an  example  "which  is  not  within  the  experi- 
ence or  conceptions,  even,  of  man.  No  peo- 
ple have  ever  been  so  tried,  none  have  so  stood 
trial;  the  like  causes  would  incite  to  outrage 
the  laborini;  population  of  any  state  in  Eu- 
rope; and  if  there  have  been  disorders,  mis- 
conceptions, wrongs,  the  wonder  is,  not  that 
they  should  have  ocurred,  but  there  should 
have  been  the  limit  to  their  occurrence.  With 
such  a  people,  if  not  maddened  by  injudici- 
ous tre.itment,  there  is  yet  a  future  for  us;

riie  Wirz  trial  military  commission  rca.s- 
sembled  to-day.  Tho  examination  of  Col. 
Fannin  was  resumed  from  yesterday  for  the 
defense.  Mr.  Baker  asked  him  whether  he 
heard  Gen.  Cobb,  in  his  speech  at  Anderson- 
ville,  make  use  of  the  remarks  attributed  to 
him  by  the  witness  Walker.  Judge  Advocate 
Chipman  objected  to  thc  nuestion  for  reasons 
which  lie  stated,  Thc  objection  was  sustain- 
ed by  the  court. 

The  witness  then  tcstilicd  that  he  heard  (!en. 
Cobb  make  a  speech  aliout  the  4th  of  March, 
186-j.  He  could  not  precisely  relate  what  the 
general  sail,  but  his  address  was  more  to  the 
Confederate  troops  than  to  others,  as  there 
hail  lieefi  great  disall'cction  m  thc  cainn  and 
the  men  were  constsintly  deserting.  He  in- 
sisted that  the  soldiers  must  do  their  duty. 

Uuestion  l>y  Mr,  liakcr.  Did  you  or  not  at 
that  time  hear  Gen.  Cobb  make  use  of  any 
language — 

Jiid;:e  Advocate  Chipman  here  interrupted 
Mr.  Maker  and  requested  that  the  >iHcsiion  be 
reduced  to  writing,  and  that  the  witness  re 
tire,  which  he  did. 

Mr.  Baker.  I  regard  this  proceeding  as  a 
personal  insult  to  me. 

Col.  Chipman  replied  that  the  practice  was 
not  unusual,  and  tliat  it  was  a  greater  insult 
for  the  counsel  to  insist  upon  asking  improper 
questions. 

Mr.  Baker.  Thc  witnesses  for  the  government 
have  day  in  and  day  out  been  examined  in 
thc  jirescncc  otj  one  another,  and  now  that 
those  for  thc  defense  are  to  lie  examined, 
counsel  arc  required  to  reduce  their  questions 
to  writing,  and  their  witnesses  arc  ordered  to 
retire  until  this  is  done.  If  this  is  insisted 
upon  by  this  court,  1  must  stop. 

The  Court  remarked  that  Mr.  Baker  took 
an  unfair  view  of  the  subject.  The  Judge 
Advocate  did  not  ask  him  to  put  all  his  ques- 
tions in  writing,  but  only  this  one. 

Mr.  Baker.  I  never  made  such  a  request 
when  the  witnesses  for  the  government  were 
under  examination. 

Col.  Chipman.  If  you  did  not  do  your  duly, 
that  is  no  reason  why  I  should  not  do  mine. 

The  Court  to  Mr.  Baker.  State  what  you 
want. 

Mr.  Baker.  I  must  reply  to  thc  Judge  Ad- 
vocate lirst. 

The  Court.  We  don't  want  any  speeches. 
Let  the  room  be  cleared. 

Doors  were  re-opened,  witness  came  in,  and 
the  President  of  thc  court  read  from  D.  K. 
Hart's  Military  l,aw.  to  show  that  thc  Judge 
Advocate  was  jastitied  in  thc  course  ho  had 
taken,  tKsides  when  thc  Judge  Advccatc  an- 
ticiDateda  question  of  a  leading  character  he 
had  a  right  to  require  that  the  question 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  submitted  to  him.

Thc  following  is  the  clause  of  the  Constitu- 
tion as  adopted  by  the  convention,  by  a  vote 
ol  9S  to  S  ; 

Thc  s'.ares  in  ',Soutb  Carolina  having  been 
de  facto  emancip.ited,  by  the  action  of  thc 
I  rilled  States,  neither  slavery  n»r  involuntary 
servitude  .  except  as  punishment  lor  crime, 
w  hereot  tha  party  shall  have  been  duly  con- 
victed, shall  ever  be  ro-establisbed  in  this 
state. 

A  correspondent  of  thc  Charleston  Count/ 
from  Sumter,  says : 

The  late  struggle  has  un(|uestiouably  en 
tailed  upon  us  and  our  posterity  a  long  train 
of  evils.  We  are  now  upon  the  threshold  of 
a  penal  experience  which  will  be  protracted 
into  coming  years.  The  losj  of  thc  public 
records  inav  be  classed  among  the  almost  ir- 
reparalile  disaster"*.  In  this  particular  .'^outb 
(;arolina  has  greatly  suffered.  Her  State  re- 
cords and  papers  of  importance  are  gone  for- 
ever. Some  of  the  districis.  Clarendon,  lor 
example,  have  had  thc  entire  contents  of  their 
district  otHccs  destroyed.  Titles,  deeds  wills, 
judgments,  decrees,  have  disappeared  in  the 
flames  of  war,  and  how  much  cxinfusion,  bow 
niuch  of  litigation,  how  much  of  i>erple.xing 
emlmrrassment,  and  perhaps  of  injustice  and 
fraud,  may  not  ail  this  involve. 

An  ordinance  to  repeal  the  ordinance  of  se- 
cession was  then  ratified.  At  the  session  on 
thc  '.'id  a  vote  was  taken  on  the  proposition  to 
make  the  Imsis  of  representation  ot  thc  St.atc 
rest  upon  the  whole  population  of  the  State, 
irrespective  of  color,  and  it  was  rejected  by  a 
large  majority,  leaving  the  clause  as  reported 
liy  thc  committee,  making  the  white  popula- 
tion alone  the  basis  of  representation.

A  link  iK'twcen  the  literature  of  the  present 
day  and  the  Byron  era  was  broken  on  tlicltli 
insbint  by  the  death  of  thc  widow  of  "Tom 
Moore,"  at  the  age  of  sixty-six.  She  died  at 
Sloperton  Cottage,  Englaiid,  l<mg  the  re>i- 
dcnce  of  thc  brilliant  author  of  the  "  Melo- 
dies." Few  arc  now  Iclt,  says  the  London 
y(«ie»,  of  ihc  brilliant  ecmpany  who  adorned 
thc  early  part  of  thc  nineteenth  century,  and 
whose  iiames  are  laiuous  in  our  literature. 
Among  these  names  none  will  »)e  held  in  more 
kindly  remembrance  than  that  of  thc  lady  to 
whom  the  poet  Moore  gave  his  heart.  Moore 
not  onlv  loved  her- lie  was  proud  of  her,  and 
it  is  delightful  to  sec  in  his  letters  and  in  his 
diaries  Willi  what  eagerness  he  sounded  her 
praises,    lie  u  rites  to  his  mother  in  18lo  : — 

Vou  cann«>t  imagine  what  a  i-cnsation  Bessy 
excited  at  the  ball  the  other  night.  She  was 
vcr>-  prettily  dressed,  and  certainly  looked 
very  l)eaul«iil.  1  never  saw  so  much  admira- 
tion excited.  It  striko  everybody  almost  that 
sees  her  how  like  the  form  and  expression  of 
her  face  are  to  Catalani's' 

And  so  through  all  his  letters  and  journals, 
he  is  never  tired  of  referring  to  her,  quoting 
what  she  said,  telling  what  she  did.  descriii- 
ing  how  she  looked  and  recording  how  she 
wa*  admired.  He  married  her  in  ISU.  and 
her  history  is  summed  up  in  one  phrase- 
that  she  wcs  the  delight  of  his  life.  She  does 
not  appear  to  occupy  a  ;^reat  place  in  his  uo- 
etry  ;  iiul  it  is  one  of  the  curiousiraits  of  many 
a  poet  that  he  is  excited  to  sing  less  by  the 
real  mistress  of  bis  heart  than  by  some  imag- 
inary heroine,  or  some  beauty  thai  kindles  a 
passing  llame.  Mrs.  Mmirc  was  not  a  Lcsbia, 
nor  a  Beatrice,  nor  a  Lauri,  nor  a  Highland 
Marj-,  destined  in  song:  to  live  forever ;  Imt  as 
much  as  any  of  these,  if  not  more,  she  is  the 
poet's  idol.

1  can  furnish  you  with  but  few  news 
items  to  day.  Like  Micawber,  I  have 
been  waiting  for  sometbiog  to  turn  up 
for  the  last  two  weeks,  but  nothing  likely 
to  create  a  sensation  has  occurred.  So  il 
the  mountain  will  not  come  to  Mahomet. 
Alabomet  must  go  to  the  mountain. 

We  ve  reminded  of  the  good  time 
coming  that  we  have  been  so  long  waiting 
for.  L  e.,  the  arrival  of  tbe  cars,  by  the 
work  on  tbe  bridge  across  the  Cannon 
river,  which  is  now  nearly  completed,  and 
which  I  am  informed  is  the  last  bridgt;  on 
tbe  road  between  this  point  and  Dundas. 
to  which  p'ace  the  cars  are  now  running. 

The  town  is  rapidly  liUing  up  with 
strangers,  many  ot  whom  are  making 
Fiiribault  their  home,  and  many  more 
would  do  so  were  it  not  for  the  lack  ol 
accommodatiops,  there  not  being  a  sulli- 
citnt  number  of.  buildings  in  town  to 
furnish  loaifortabie  hjines  for  even  it» 
present  population.

We  need,  however,  more  than  anything 
else,  an  establisfam'jnt  for  tbe  ascommo- 
dation  ol  families  and  others  who  come  to 
Minnesota  lor  the  restoration  of  health. 
The  beauty  and  varit'ty  of  the  scenery, 
the  splendid  drives  th.it  csin  t-e  had  in  al- 
most any  direction  from  town,  combine 
with  many  other  inducements  to  make 
this  a  ilesirable  point  for  invalids,  if  they 
could  be  furnished  with  •  oiuiortable 
quarters  during  their  stay.  Our  hotel 
accommcdatiooa  are  out  more  than  sufll 
tient  to  meet  tbe  wants  of  the  traveling 
eommuaity,  and  an  eitibli.-<bmtnt  of  the 
kmd  I  speak  of  would  receive  an  exten- 
sive patronage. 

The  harvest  in  this  courcy  has  been  all 
well  secured,  and  threshing  has  com- 
menced, and,  so  far  as  h-ard  from,  the 
yield  per  acre  is  even  larger  than  was  an- 
ticipated. Corn,  which  was  somewhat 
backward,  has  been  matured  by  tbc  warm 
weather  of  the  past  few  weeks,  and  is 
now  out  of  danger  from  frost. 

The  Methodist  Conference,  which  has 
been  in  session  here  for  the  past  lew  da}  s, 
terminates  itB  Iabor.«  to-day,  and  the  nu- 
merous black  coats  and  white  cravats  that 
have  thronged  our  streets  for  the  time 
will  disperse  to  their  different  fields  of  la- 
bor, carrying  with  them,  I  hope,  pleasant 
nsmembrances  of  their  reeeption.  I  am 
unable  to  learn  the  exiet  number  of  cler- 
gymen in  attendance,  but  should  think 
the  State  well  represented.  As  that 
class  of  visitors  aic  not  supposed  to  add 
much  to  the  material  wealth  of  the  place 
they  visit,  in  tbe  way  of  disbursements, 
I  suppose  we  may  look  for  an  increase  of 
spiritual  blessings  in  view  of  the  promise 
tiiat  he  who  giveth  to  the  poor  lendcth  to 
the  Lord,  proportionate  to  the  aid  and 
eomlort  furnished  them  daring  their  stay. 

There  seems  to  be  little  or  no  excite- 
ment in  political  circles,  the  copperheads 
bavin;;  as  yet  made  no  county  nomina- 
tions ;  whether  they  will  or  not  is  uncer- 
tain. The  party  became  so  demoralized 
hy  the  operations  ol  the  draft,  that  it  is 
uncertain  whether  or  not  enough  ol  them 
reported  in  time  for  Executive  clemency 
to  get  up  a  decent  show  of  opposition  to 
the  Republican  nominations.

".Mr.  ISeecher  c'jm'ncni.cs  ha  reply  iiy  ^liv- 
lUg  a  dcUuiiiou  ol  hell,  imnouuciug  at  iLe 
very  outset,  it  will  be  seci'.  hij  Oi'inion  that 
it  is  nut  a  tinal,  but  an  im  Tinediare  state — a 
purgatory,  where  the  wicke  I  are  punished  for 
the  sins  of  this  life,  and  titicd  lor  future  ex- 
istence. The  boldness  wiiliwhi'h  he  signi- 
fies his  conclusion,  that  punishment  wiii  not 
ke  everlasting,  will  astoni.>ti  even  tho^e  wtio 
know  the  fearlcsoness  with  which  he  has  be- 
come tx)nneeted.  lie  says  'Ky  the  term  licil, 
as  it  is  popularly  used,  we  mean — or  fmean 
that  stale  in  which,  alter  t  li-  mortal  lite,  the 
incorrigibly  wicked  are  lel:  to  their  own  .■-ut- 
fering  and  punishment.  If  yoa  ask  ue'  the 
meaning  of  the  original  \'  ord — hudes — I  re- 
ply ;  That  means  that  statt  of  the  dead  which 
immediately  succeeds  this  iife,  and  which  is 
intermediate  between  this  ifeand  the  one  that 
is  to  come.  Or.  if  you  ask  tie  what  hell  means 
in  the  ordinary  usage,  and  in  my  usage,  I  re- 
ply that  it  means  the  state  n  which  the  incor- 
rigibly wicked  are  herded  together,  and  sutler 
the  legitimate  result  of  th  lir  wickeilness.  I 
need  not,  therefore,  answei  the  second  quc>- 
tion  as  to  the  ineaninijof  tnture  punisliineut."' 

Starting  to  give  the  rc.isori':  for  bis 
present  opinion,  he  paiiitj  the  following 
picture  of  the  orthodox  belivl,  and  pre- 
sents the  doctrine  which  has  hitherto  been 
taught  10  his  own  and  tie  larger  number 
of  churches  in  the  ei'y,  n  this  extraordi- 
nary light :

Not  only  have  wc  re- 
ceived this  doctrine  as  it  las  come  down  to 
us,  clothed  with  material  i  ::ures  and  illustra- 
tions have  been  magnitied  md  worked  up  un- 
til the  doctrine,  as  it  is  p  ■escnted  by  human 
interpretations  and  expositions,  is  strongly 
horrible.  It  has  been  supposed  that  death 
was  one  vast  slaughter-!  ousc  or  torment, 
where  wretched,  and  hopjless  and  helple.ss 
creatures,  for  the  sins  ot  Itte,  were,  by  every 
conceivable  method  of  exq  lisite  physical  pain, 
badgered  and  beaten  a  lout  in"  an  end- 
less gvration  of  sulfering.  Look  at  the  '  in- 
ferno' of  Dante,  as  an  exp<  sition  of  the  preva- 
lent opinions  of  his  day.  Look  at  the  '  Liist 
Judgment' of  Michael  An  telo,  as  an  exposi- 
tion of  the  physical  idcis  of  torment  of 
his  day,  where  tleviis  arc  gnawinir  the 
skulls  of  the  damned ;  wh-Te  men  are  pitched 
alxiut  on  forks ;  where  all  possible  motles  of 
bodily  distress  a^e  gross  y,  savagely,  hide- 
ously complicated.  And  consider  these  as 
presentations  of  a  state  ot  government  under 
which  Chris;  is  the  manifc  latiou  of  Uod  ! " 

The  "materialism,"    n  the  ordinarily 

received  doctrine  of  orthodo.x  churches, 

be  gives  as  the  main  rea  on  for  his  present 

belief,  adding  thereto  the  insullicieiicy  of 

argument  by  which  tbe   more   commonly 

received  opinion  is  sustidned : 

"This  extreme  material  sm,  the  utter  bar- 
barity of  the  ideas  which  liave  so  mildly  pre- 
vailed respecting  fittnrc  pMiishment,  has  been 
one  chief  reason  of  the  m  xhrn  reaction  that 
has  taken  place  on  that  ;ub  ect.  Then  we  have 
not,  perhaps,  made  the  mi  ttcr  mui  h  l>ettcr  liy

Itts  a  dread- 
ful thin;;. 

"But  then,  as  this  is  the  teaching  of  Christ. 
a  si'iriiual  leather,  in  resp  ■«  to  meu  who  arc 
togooutot  thislifoasspint.M,  and  to  dwell 
in  a  spiritual  realm  I  holi  that  it  is  reason- 
able to  infer  that  the  pu  lishment  of  Uic  fii- 
ture  state  is  not  material  in  anv  way  ^A•hAt- 
evcr;  that  it  is  a  moral  an  I  spiritual  pjnUh-

"But  liy   fur  the  most  interesting  person 
here  to  nie  is  the  Amerlciin  traveler,  George 
Catlin.    Ho  has  for  several  years  resided  here, 
living  almoiit  the  life  of  a  hcriuit.  in  order  to 
ftccoinpiish  the  .special  work  to  which  Ills  life 
ha.s  been  devoted.    ,\ji  lioiue  of  my   readers 
may  not  know  iis  mtieh  about  Catlin  as  they 
will  when  he  is  dead,  let  mo  say  that  this  re- 
markable man  was   l.orn  Detwecn   sixty  and 
seventy  years  iigo.  In  Wilkesbarr-,  Wyominjr. 
Pa.,  educated  well  in   Connecticut,  and  that 
e.irly  ia  hie  lie  took  a  passion  loi  the  Indians. 
Being  an  aeoimplished  painter,  (bis  life  up  to 
ls;ii   Iwing   given    to  {lortrait    painting    in 
Philadelphia,)  he  w;nt  among  the  Indian'^ 
ot  Western  Missouri  to  make  sketches,   and 
being  well  received  i>y  them,  and  learning 
their  language,  he  visited  and  for  a  time  re- 
sided   with  every   important  tribe  of   lioth 
North  and  South  America.    There  are.  it  will 
be  rcmemt)ered,  over  live  hundred   Indian 
trilies  in  North  and  South  America.    Mr.  Cat- 
lin lived  with  them,  without  touching  civili- 
zation, the  best  fourteen  yeurs  of  his  life,  vis- 
iting Vene/.uelii.   Guiana,    the   Amazon,    the 
Andes,  I'erii.Ciiiitornia,  Bolivia  and  Colombia 
He  accumulated  sketches  and  studies  ot  In- 
ilian  characters,  scents,  dances,  and  so  forth, 
making  some  thousand  pictures,  containing 
about  thirty  thouMind  figures.    These  are  01 
tho  utmu..-t  miportance.especial'y  considering 
how  many  of  the  trilx'sand  their  customs  are 
fast  dying  out.    Mr.  Catlin,  after  his  sojourn 
among  the   Indians,  went   with  a    prrty  of 
thcin  to  ^ibit   Europe,   and    they    were  ex- 
hibited  in    the  chief  cities   and    towns    of 
the  world.

The  Zrish  Political  Zmbro^lio.— 

We  published  a  communication  from  an  Irish 
politician  of  the  Second  Ward,  a  week  or  ten 
days  ago,  in  which  he  called  upon  bis  Irish 
lellow-citizens  to  repudiate  the  action  of  the 
Democratic  Convention,  which  placed  a  ticket 
in  the  field  without  recognizing  the  claims  of 
Irishmen,  who  have  been  the  back-bone  and 
intestines  of  that  rickety  concern  in  Ramsey 
county  for  a  long  time  past.

Ihe  ncjzroes  are  them- 
selves most  estimable.  Thev  present  a  record 
which,  for  service  and  order,  is  without  a 
(larallcl;  and  now.  iiirned  headlonj:  into 
treedom,  without  preparation,  without  premo- 
nition— l>y  men  ai  war  with  their  masters — 
and  told  that  they  have  been  wrm  j;ed  and 
have  a  heritaiie  oi' vcn^'cance,  they  exhibit  in 
their  inilustry,  order,  patience  and  propriety, 
an  example  "whieli  is  not  within  the  experi- 
ence or  conception.',  even,  of  man.  No  peo- 
ple have  ever  licen  so  tried,  none  have  so  stood 
trial ;  the  like  causes  would  incite  to  outraRc 
the  laiiorini:  population  of  any  state  in  Ku- 
rope  ;  anil  if  there  liave  Jk'cu  disorders,  mis- 
conceptions, wrong.s,  the  wonder  is,  not  that 
thev  should  have  tHcurrcil.  but  there  should 
have  lieeii  the  limit  to  their  occurrence.  With 
such  a  people,  if  not  maddened  by  injudici- 
ous treatment,  there  is  yet  a  future  for  us; 
anil  It  is  now  lor  us,  m  manhood  and  perfect 
faith  to  enter  ou  it."

He  could  not  precisely  relate  what  the 
general  siiil,  but  his  address  was  more  to  the 
Confederate  troops  than  lo  others,  as  there 
had  been  great  disatleetioii  in  the  camp  and 
the  men  were  constant  I  v  deseriiug.  He  in- 
sisted that  tha  soldiers  must   do   their  duty. 

Question  by  Mr.  Uaker.  Did  you  or  not  at 
that  tune  hear  (Jen.  Cobb  make  use  of  any 
lauguage — 

Judge  .AilvtieatL!  Chipman  here  interrupted 
Mr.  Uaker  antl  requested  that  the  «iaestiou  be 
reduced  to  writing,  ami  that  the  witnessrs 
tire,  which  ho  <tid.  Bl 

Mr.  Baker.  1  regard  this  proceeding  as  n 
personal  itisult  to  me. 

Col.  Chipman  replied  that  the  practice  was 
not  unusual,  and  that  it  was  a  greater  insult 
for  the  counsel  to  insist  upon  asking  improper 
<luestions. 

Mr.  Itaker.  Tho  witnesses  for  the  government

The  following  is  the  c'ause  of  the  Constitu- 
tion as  adopted  by  the  convention,  by  a  vote 
of  1>!S  to  ,S  . 

The  s'aves  in  South  Carolina  having  been 
de  facto  emancipated,  by  the  action  of  the 
I  lilted  States,  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary 
servitude  ,  except  a.s  puuishincnt  for  crime, 
w  hereot  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  con- 
victed, shall  ever  l>e  re-established  in  this 
State. 

A  coriespondent  of  the  Charleston  Courier 
from  Sumter,  says  ; 

The  late  struggle  has  unquestionably  en 
tailed  upon  us  and  our  posterity  a  long  train 
of  evils.  We  are  now  upon  the  threshold  of 
a  penal  experience  which  will  be  protracted 
into  coming  years.  The  loss  of  the  public 
records  mav  be  classed  among  the  almost  ir- 
reparable disasters.  In  this  particular  South 
Caioliu.i  has  greatly  sullered.  Her  Slate  re- 
cord.-,  and  papers  <d'  importance  are  gone  for- 
ever, .^ome  of  the  districts.  Clarendon,  for 
exampU-,  have  had  the  entire  contents  of  their 
district  odiees  destroyed.  Titles,  deeds  wills, 
ludgments,  decrees,  have  disappeared  in  the 
tiames  of  war,  and  liow-  much  confusion,  how 
much  of  litigaitt)n,  how  much  of  ^-erplexing 
embarrassment,  and  perhaps  of  injustice  and 
fraud,  may  not  all  this  involve. 

An  ordinance  to  repeal  the  ordinance  of  se- 
cession was  then  r.atiticd.  At  the  session  on 
the  JJd  a  vote  wsvs  taken  on  the  proposition  to 
make  the  Itasis  of  representation  of  the  State 
rest  upon  the  whole  population  of  the  State, 
irrespective  of  color,  and  it  was  rejected  bv  a 
large  majority,  leaving  the  clause  as  reported 
by  the  committee,  making  the  white  popula- 
tion alone  the  basis  of  representation.

A  link  1)ctwcen  the  literature  of  the  present 
dav  and  the  Bvron  era  was  broken  on  the  4th 
ins'tjint  liy  the"  death  of  the  widow  of  "  I'om 
Moore, "  at  the  age  of  sixty -six.  She  died  at 
Sloperton  Collage.  England,  long  the  resi- 
dence of  the  brilliant  author  of  the  "Melo- 
dies." Few  are  now  left,  says  the  London 
Times,  of  the  brilliant  eciupany  who  adorned 
the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and 
whose  iiamcs  arc  famous  in  our  literature. 
Among  these  names  nt  ne  will  be  held  in  more 
kindly  remembrance  than  that  of  the  lady  to 
whom  the  poet  Moore  gave  his  heart.  Moore 
not  onlv  loved  her- Im  was  proud  of  her,  and 
it  is  delightful  to  see  in  his  letters  and  in  his 
diaries  w  ith  what  eagerness  he  sounded  her 
praises.     Ho  writes  to  his  mother  in  IS13  :— 

You  cannot  imagine  what  a  sensation  Bessy 
excited  at  tho  ball  the  other  night.  She  was 
veiy  prettily  dressed,  and  certainly  looked 
verv  beautiliil.  1  never  saw  so  much  admira- 
tion excited.  It  strikes  everybody  almost  that 
sees  her  how  like  the  form  "and  expression  of 
her  face  arc  to  Catalani's  I 

Aud  so  through  all  his  letters  :md  journals, 
he  is  never  tired  of  referring  to  her,  quoting 
what  she  said,  telling  w  hat  she  did,  describ- 
im.'  how  she  looked  and  recording  how  she 
nils  admired.  He  married  her  in  1811,  and 
her  history  is  summed  up  in  one  phrase- 
that  she  wes  the  delight  of  his  life.  She  does 
not  appear  to  occupy  a  great  place  in  his  po- 
etry; but  it  is  one  oftlie  curious  traits  of  many 
a  poet  that  he  is  excited  to  sing  less  by  the 
real  mistress  of  his  heart  than  by  some  imag- 
Inarv  heroine,  or  some  beauty  that  kindles  a 
passim;  flame.  Mrs.  M>K)re  was  not  a  Lesbia, 
nor  a  Beatrice,  nor  a  Laura,  nor  a  Highland 
Marv,  destined  in  song  to  live  lorever;  but  as 
much  as  any  of  these,  if  not  more,  she  is  the 
poet's  idol. 

She  di«d  at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning.  She 
was  sensible  to  the  end.  She  knew  that  she 
was  dving.  and  she  said  tha:  she  was  quite 
happy".  She  was  the  last  that  remained  to  us 
of  the  Moore  family,  and  now  that  she  is  de- 
parted we  iK-gin  to  count  with  tiome  sadness 
how  manv  links  are  left  to  connect  the  pres- 
ent generation  of  letters  with  the  past.

I  can  furcush  you  with  but  lew  news 
items  to  day.  Like  Micawber.  I  have 
been  waiting  for  soinetbiDg  to  turn  up 
for  the  last  two  weeks,  but  nothing  likely 
to  create  a  sensation  b.is  occurred.  So  ij 
the  mountain  will  not  come  to  Mahomet, 
Mahomet  must  go  to  the  mountain. 

We  are  reminded  of  the  good  time 
coming  that  we  have  been  so  long  waiting 
lor,  i.  e.,  the  arrival  of  the  cars,  by  the 
work  on  the  bridge  across  the  Cannon 
river,  which  is  now  nearly  completed,  and 
which  1  am  informed  is  the  last  bridge  on 
the  road  between  this  point  and  Dandas, 
to  which  p'ace  the  cars  are  now  running. 
The  town  is  rapiiily  lilling  up  with 
srrangcrs,  many  ol  whom  are  making 
Faribault  their  home,  and  many  more 
would  do  .''o  were  it  not  for  the  lack  of 
accommod.itions,  there  not  being  a  sulli- 
cient  number  of  buildings  in  town  to 
furnish  comfortable  homes  for  even  its 
present  population.  If  some  capitalist 
could  be  induced  to  invest  his  snare 
thousands  in  the  erection  of  a  few  good 
tenements  to  rent,  the  trvcstircnt  would 
pay. 

We  need,  however,  more  than  .anything 
else,  an  establishment  for  the  axoommo- 
dation  of  families  and  others  who  •ouie  to 
Minnesota  for  the  icstoratioii  of  health. 
The  beauty  and  variety  of  the  scenery, 
the  splendid  drives  thit  can  be  had  in  al- 
most any  direction  from  town,  combine 
with  many  other  iiidu';en>fiit-f  to  make 
tfaia  a  desirable  point  for  invalids,  if  thfy 
could  be  furnished  with  eomfortable 
<juarttrs  d-iiiog  th«ir  stay.  Uur  hotel 
accommodations  are  not  mere  thin  sulli 
cient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Iravelisg 
community,  and  an  e^tibli^bnient  of  the 
kind  I  speak  ot  would  rtci  ivu  an  exten- 
sive patronage. 

The  harvest  in  this  coun'y  has  been  all 
well  spcured,  and  threshing  has  cotn- 
minced,  and,  so  fir  as  b";irl  from,  the 
yield  per  acre  is  even  larger  thin  was  an- 
ticipated. Corn,  whitb  was  somewhat 
backward.  b:is  been  matured  by  the  warm 
weather  of  the  pas^  fuw  weeks,  »nd  ii 
now  out  of  danger  from  fro«t. 

The  Methodist  Conference,  which  has 
been  in  session  here  for  the  past  few  da^  s, 
terminates  its  labors  lo-d:iy,  and  the  nu- 
merous black  coats  and  white  cmvaf a  that 
have  thronged  our  streets  for  the  time 
wi''  disperse  to  their  different  fields  of  la- 
bor, carrying  with  them,  I  hope,  pleasant 
rememhran'Ci  of  their  reception.  1  am 
unable  to  learn  the  exict  number  of  cler- 
gymen m  attendance,  but  should  think 
the  State  well  representwd.  As  that 
class  of  visitors  ate  not  supposed  to  add 
much  to  the  material  wealth  of  the  place 
they  visit,  in  the  way  of  disbursements, 
I  suppose  we  may  look  for  an  increase  of 
spiritual  blessings  in  view  of  the  promise 
that  he  who  giveth  to  the  poor  lendethto 
the  Lord,  proportionate  to  the  aid  and 
comfort  furnished  tiiem  during  their  stay. 

There  seems  to  be  little  or  no  excite- 
ment in  political  circles,  the  copperheads 
having  as  yet  made  no  county  nomin.i- 
tioDs ;  whether  they  will  or  not  is  oncer- 
tain.  The  party  became  eo  demoralized 
by  the  operations  of  the  draft,  that  it  is 
uncertain  whether  or  not  enough  of  them 
reported  in  time  for  Executive  clemency 
to  get  uji  a  decent  show  of  opposition  to 
the  Repubhcan  nominations.  Theyaeem, 
also,  to  be  at  a  loss  for  an  issue.  Per- 
haps the  Tioneer  can  furnish  them  one 
before  time  for  election.

If  you  ask  uie  the 
meaning  of  the  ori:  mat  word — htulti — I  re- 
ply ;  That  means  th.t  state  of  the  dead  w  hiih 
inimediatelj  suceeeiis  this  life,  and  wbiih  is 
intermediate  between  this  life  and  the  one  that 
is  to  Come.  Or.  if  yo  i  ask  me  what  hell  means 
in  the  ordinary  u^a^  ;,  and  in  uiy  u=age,  1  re- 
ply that  it  means  tin  state  in  whith  the  incor- 
rigibly wieked  are  h  rded loirethi r,  and  sutler 
the  legitimate  result  of  their  wiikedne--.  I 
ne:d  not,  theretore,  inswiT  the  stioiul  iiuj-- 
tiuu  ;;s  to  the  JULaniiigof  future  puni^lm!eIlt.' 

Starting  to  give  the  reasoi's  for  his

tions have  Ijccn  ma^  litied  and  worked  up  un- 
til the  doctrine,  as  it  is  presented  by  human 
interpretations  and  expositions,  is  strongly 
horrible.  It  has  bt  en  supposed  that  death 
was  one  vast  slaurhtcr-hoiisc  or  tnrmcat, 
where  wretched,  an  1  hopeless  and  helpless 
creatures,  for  the  sins  of  life,  were,  by  every 
conceivable  meth<.>d  i  -f  exfpiihitc  physical  jiain, 
Ijadgered  ami  bea'cn  about  ia"  an  end- 
less gyration  of  sail  ring.  Look  at  the  '  In- 
f'enio'  of  Dante,  as  u  i  expot-ition  of  ihc  preva- 
lent opini'ms  of  his  day.  Look  at  the  'L.i.st 
Judgment' of  .^lichMelAngilu,  as  an  exposi- 
tion of  the  physii.ll  ideas  of  tDniient  of 
his  dav,  where  »  cviis  arc  gnawim;  the 
skulls  of  the  damncil ;  where  men  arc  pitched 
about  on  forks;  where  all  possible  modes  of 
bodily  distress  a'e  grr.ssly,  savagely,  hide- 
ously complicated.  .\nd  consider  these  as 
presentations  of  a  St  itc  ot  government  under 
w  hich  Chris,  is  the  iianifestatiou  of  Uod  I  " 

The  ."raatenalifm,"  in  the  ordinrrily 
received  doctrine  of  orthodox  churches, 
he  gives  as  the  ma  n  reason  for  his  present 
belief,  adding  theiefo  the  insutliciency  of 
argument  by  which  the  more  commonly 
received  opinion  i  .sustained : 

"This  extreme  m.iterialism,  the  utter  b.ar- 
barity  of  the  ideas  v  hich  have  so  mildiv  pre- 
vailed respecting  futiire  punishment,  has  been 
one  chief  reason  of  the  modern  reaction  that 
has  taken  place  on  tfat  subject.  1'hcn  we  have 
not,  perhaps,  made  he  matter  much  lietter  by 
the  arguments,  der  ved  from  the  world,  of 
moral  government,  vhich  we  have  advanced 
to  justify  future  anc  eternal  punishment,  and 
which  seem  not  to  I  ;  at  all  sound  " 

As  a  curious  ex  impie  of  Mr.  I5c<  choi's 
opinions    as   to    flie    inspirations  of    the 
Scriptures,  we  quote,  in  pa!^ing,  the  fol 
lowing  sentence,  it  which  he  says  of  the 
apostles : 

"  Though  I  consiJ.  r  that  ihev  u en-  inspired 
yet  I  cannot  but  fell  that,  cinanutini;  from' 
Him  (Christ),  it  i-  different  fr.jm  what  it 
would  have  been  il  it  had  emanated  from 
either  of  them. 

"  But  the  rcm.ark^blc  fcahire  is,  that  this 
doctrine  does  not  ap  icarin  the <Jld  Testament 
at  all,  and  that  ia  th  )  New-  Testament  it  is,  1 
might  almost  say,  but  just  alluilcd  to  an'v- 
wherc  else  c.>ccept  in  the  teachings  of  the  Sa- 
viour. 

"It  is  a  very  awful  and  painful  view-.  I  feci 
when  I  look  upon  si  cicty  and  think  of  that 
doctrine,  as  I  shoultl  if  1  looked  into  a  crater 
I  hide  my  eyes  and  I  cart  from  it.

that  I  believe  the  right  of  self-government  re- 
sides in  the  tnan  rather  than  iu  his  accidents. 
Itiit  practically,  throughout  the  country,  I 
learsuch  (lualifications  would  be  impossildc. 
Liu  there  is  one  claim  I  do  make,  and  al- 
though not  provided  for  hy  the  Constitution, 
and  only  to  be  reached  by  atnendincnt,  mili- 
tary order,  or  other  device  that  may  be  expe- 
dient. Soldiers  who  have  fought  our  battles 
tor  us  and  saved  the  country  shall  have  a  vote 
in  the  government  of  the  country  wherever 
they  m.iy  Ik>.

•  We  are  called  radicals,  because  we  advo- 
cate this  measure  and  thus  point  out  the  w  uy 
for  the  more  speedy  reconslrtK  tion  of  the 
Southern  States,  but  we  are  th  >  true  conserva- 
tives. Tut  the  ballot  in  the  hand  of  the  ne- 
gro under  whatever  reasonsble  restriction, 
imd  you  send  a  guard  with  him  for  his  protec- 
tion at  all  times  and  everywhere.  Having  the 
power  to  redress  his  own  wront:s  and  assert 
his  manhood,  you  may  withdraw  your  armies 
irom  the  slavcholding  St..tes,  as  far  as  he  is 
concerned.  He  can  protect  bimselt' and  will 
not  rebel  against  t!ie  laws  he  helps  to  make 
w  itii  the  ballot.  Your  national  expenses  may 
be  lesscncil  and  your  debt  diminished.  The 
ne 'n>  will  vote  joyfully  to  pav  for  the  w.-irex- 
t>enses  which  gave  him  liberty,  property  and 
life,  while  his  master  will  repudi.ue  thatdeht 
which  w;i>  contracted  in  subjugating  him.  It 
is  for  the  interest  of  bondholders  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  that  the  negro  should  vote.  Your 
Stven-thirties  are  worth  a  I'remium  of  ten  per 
cent,  if  the  negro  has  the  hihot.  There  will 
be  neither  fear  of  assumption  of  the  rebel 
dei.f,  or  the  repudiation  of  our  own  from  his 
vote,    [.\pplausc.] 

"To  this  it  i«  oljected  that  neither  Congress 
iioi  the  I'resident  can  give  this  franchise;  it  U 
placed  bv  the  Constitution  of  our  fathers  iu 
the  liauiN  of  the  several  states.  I'rue,  but  it 
was  not  placed  by  cur  lathers  in  the  hands  of 
the  rebellious,  disloyal  inhaiiitauts  of  eon- 
ituered  territory,  who  by  their  treason  ha\e 
forfeited  not  only  all  their  political  ri-.'hts,  liut 
their  lives,  and  now  have  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  laws  no  right  to  breathe  save  by 
the  clemency  of  the  Government.  Does  the 
Constitution  place  exclusive  power  iu  the

fended and  the  former  tried  to  overthrow.

Let  them  refuse  a  Slate  any  polifi'  at  jiower  to 
aive  any  lUpresentatives  tjieir  seats  who  shall 
have  tWen  elected  by  an  exciiision  of  any  por- 
ti.m  of  the  loyal  citizens  ot  his  district  from 
the  polls  in  consc'iuence  ot  a  con'^titutlonal 
provision  of  a  Stale  during  the  exi.-.tcncc  <,'f 
slavery,  made  when  no  such  coii.sideratile 
class  of  citiitens  existed,  and  the  matter  will 
l-e  reformed  by  the  States  themselves,  and  a 
jo-t  and  eipial  i|iialilic^'tion  of  vot»rs.  appli- 
eahle  alike  to  black  and  white,  will  lie  pro- 
vi'lcd.

Mr.  M.  1).  Conway  writes  from  Ustend 

to  tbc  Bound  Table: 

"But  by  far  the  must  interesting  person 
here  to  me  is  the  American  traveler.  George 
Catlin.    He  ha.s  for  several  years  resided  here, 
livinp  almost  the  life  of  a  hermit,  in  order  to 
accompli.Nh  the  special  work  to  which  his  liic 
Las  been  devoted.    As  some  of  my  readers 
may  not  know  as  nmch  abont  Catlin  as  tbey 
will  when  he  is  dead,  let  me  say  that  this  re- 
markable man  was   born  netwecn  sixty  and 
seventy  years  ago,  in  Wilkesbarrs,  Wyoming. 
Fa.,  educated  well  in  Connecticut,  and  that 
c.irly  in  lil'c  he  took  a  passion  lot  the  Indians, 
lleiog  an  accomplished  painter,  (his  life  up  to 
1S.32   l)ciii:j   given    to  portrait    painting    in 
Philadelphi.1,1  ho   went  among  the   Indian- 
ol  Western  Missouri  to  m;ikc   sketches,   and 
being  well  rectivcd  by  them,  and  learning 
their  langusige,  he  visited  and  for  a  time  re- 
sided   with  every  important  tribe  of    both 
North  and  J^oiiili  .■Vmcriea.    There  are,  it  will 
be  remembered,  over  live   hundred  Indian 
trilies  in  North  and  South  America.    Mr.  Cat- 
lin lived  with  them,  without   touching  civili- 
zation, the  Ixst  I'jtirtccn  years  of  bis  life,  vis- 
itinjT  \"ene/.uel;i,  Ciiiiann,    the   Amazon,    the 
Amies,  Fcrii,Califoniia,  lioliviaandColombia 
He  accumiihiicd  sketches  and  .<^tudics  of  In- 
dian characters,  seems,  dances,  and  so  forth, 
making  some  iliousaud   pictures,   containin.e 
uliout  thirty  thousand  ligiircs.    'i'hcse  are   ut 
the  utmost  importimie,  espccial'y  considering 
ho,v  many  of  the  trilies  and  their  customs  are 
fast  ilying  out.     Mr.  Catlin,  niter  liis  sojourn 
among  the  Indians,  went   with  a   prrty  of 
them  to  visit    Europe,   and   they    were  ex- 
hibited   in    the  chief   cities    and    towns    of 
the  world.    lie  published    in   two    large  vol- 
umes,   i:iioly    illustrated,     an     account     ot 
his     travels'  in    North   and     ?o;ith    Amcr- 
ii-a,  and   also  a    deeply    interesting   account 
in    two    vol'juics  of  hjs    joumeyings    with 
the    Indian    partv     through     Europe.       No 
other  accounts  of  Indian    liie   will   compare 
with  his  lor  interest,  for  he  wields  as  brilliant 
and  graphic    a  pen  as   pencil.     He   has   now 
come  hciv  to  put   into    complete    shape     his 
thousand  largo  pictures,  which   ho   hopes    to 
complete  bctore  his  death,  and  to    leave  the 
world  the  only  "Indian  (Jallcry"  which    it 
w  ill  have.     Humboldt  thought    that  his  ser- 
vices were  invaluable,  and  was    his  intimate 
friend.    Louis  Phillippe  invited  him  to  show 
some  of  his  skeicheH  at  the  Louvre,  which  he 
did;  his  (;iX)    pictures  exhibited   there,   and 
also  Ht  the   Egptian  Museum  in  London,  ex- 
cited   much    attention    among    ethnologists- 
Latcl.N  he  published   in  Eng.ish  and   I'rcnch 
a  deeply  interesting   little  work  for  children, 
called  "La  Vie  Che/,  les  Indies,"  with  twenty- 
lour  engravings.    He  has  also  found   time  to 
write  the  very  remarkable  pamphlet  which 
produced  so  much  sen.sation  among  the  med- 
ical men,  declaring  the  connection  between 
health  and  keeping  the  mouth  closed.    Even 
Tho.  Carlyle  declared  this  pamphlet  "a  sano 
voice  in  a  world  of  chaos."    Catiin  declares

Dr.   .Smith,   physician  of    the    Ic.iding 
hospital  of  London,  lias   cndorscil   this  pam- 
phlet; and,  indeed,  the  approval  oi'  fn  many 
medical  men  has  led  him  lo  prepare  a  second 
enlarged  edition.

The  display  of  these  celebrated  Minnesota 
apples  was  particularly  tine,  and  if  there  were 
Eastern  visitors  present,  it  must  havj  made 
them  weep  to  contrast  the  difference  between 
their  sogiry  and  unhealthy  productions  and 
those  of  Minnesota  growth.  Col.  Robertson, 
of  this  city,  exhibits  twelve  varieties,  as  fol- 
lows ;  Snow  Ball ;  Early  York ;  Davis'  Seed- 
ling; Large  Bough;  Irish  Peacbblow;  New- 
White  Peachblow;  Mexican;  Ganet  Chili: 
I'azco  White ;  Painted  Lady  ;  English  Fluke ; 
and  Golden  Nugget.  These  are  mainly  new 
varieties,  and  the  Colonel  obtained  the  seed^ 
frtim  wliich  they  were  raised,  in  Canada  and 
the  East. 

I'pon  a  splendid  lot  of  potatoes,  which  un- 
fortunately were  nameless,  we  found  the  fol- 
lowing note : 

"I  received  lifty-two  eyes  by  letter  find 
planted  them  one  eye  in'a  hill  oii  the  10th  dar 
of  last  June,  and  on  yesterday  I  dug  and 
measured  fonrjbushe  •  'ess  one  peck,  cf  which 
this  is  a  sample." 

Besides  those  mentioned  above,  the  collec- 
tion embraces  English  Flukes ;  St.  Helena ;

J.  Here  Mr.  Rice  distmctly  repudiates 
the  'historic  dr>gmi"'  insisted  upon  all 
through  the  war  and  now,  by  the  Demo- 
cratic party,  that  the  rebels  forfeited  none 
of  their  ngh's  under  the  Constitution  by 
the  s>...'.  of  R'^bellion.  and  he  places  Lim- 
self  upon  the  ground  taken  by  Sumner 
and  Ben.

Now,  what  sort  of  free 
dom  ia  it  which  an  Irishman  or  (German 
gets  by  coming  here,  that  is  denied  to  him 
in  his  native  country  '.'  * 

Not  mere  personal  freedom — not  the

them  and  no  more.  They  could  purchise 
slaves;  wc  cannot.  They  ha<l  more  represen- 
tatives in  Congress  according  to  their  voting 
population  than  wc  had.

29l,t)0()  whites.  She  was  entitled  to  six  mem- 
bers of  Congress.  Connecticut  has  1.11, OoO, 
but  was  entitled  to  but  four  members  of  Con- 
gress. Alabama  had  seven  mcmlKrs  with 
.V..'C.,000  whites.  Iowa  had  only  six,  wit'i  078,- 
000.  Mississippi  had  five  mcmliers,  with  3->!,- 
000.    California  with  3.58,(H.<0,  had  only  three.

It  is  .<iatd  that  if  the  slaves  are  set  free,  iheir 
lahor  will  come  in  competition  with  Avhite 
lalxir.  That  is  not  so,  for  under  a  free  gov- 
ernment, nothing  human  can  control  labor- 
it  is  only'ront'olled  where  despotism  reigns 
in  the  Old  World  and  in  the  Slave  States. 
Hereafter,  as  heretofore,  all  will  tind  enough 
to  do,  and  after  peace  labor  will  be  in  greater 
demand  than  ever,  for  new  enterprises,  new 
fields  will  he  opened,  the  power  that  has  so 
clogged  enterprise,  will  he  crushed.  I  think 
that  in  the  long  future,  when  all  other  of  Mr. 
Lincoln's  acts  .shall  Ix;  forgotten,  his  Kmanci- 
pation  Proclamation  will  adorn  history's 
brightest  page.  I  am  opposed  to  slavery  lor 
the  reason  that  I  am  in  kavok  of  thi;  i,aiioi;st 
HtM.vN  MiiERTY,  onrl  Icannot  understand  why 
some  of  our  fellow  citizens,  who  came  here  that 
they  might  he  free,  can  deny  freedom  to  others. 

When  those  that  commenced  the  war  wish 
peace,  let  them  make  it  known,  then  it  will 
l>e  time  for  patriots  at  the  North  to  listen.  I 
think  it  illy  becomes  those  who  took  up  arms 
to  defend  their  homes,  their  couutry,  yea, 
liberty  1  to  make  overtures  to  armed  ret)ellion. 
I  f)«lieTe  that  by  a  vigorous  prosecution  of 
the  war,  peace  will  soon  come, 
our  lil'eriies  be  ictured  forever,  iinl 
that  prosperity  will  follow,  union 
with  slavery  will  be  onlv  a  temporary 
cheat,  and  cannot  last.  Dissolution  will 
brin;:  ruin,  anarchy,  and  an  endless  effusion 
cf  blood  and  money.

']  her?  is  a  garrison  of  1,S00  men  in  the  city, 
nnd  the  attacking  force  consists  i.f  2.J()0  or 
3,000,  exclusive  of  Cortmas'  deprcdatorv 
iMinds.  ellicicntlv  handled.  The  Imperial 
troops  should  sutiicc  to  hold  the  city,  l)ut  the 
Jnarists  there  think  so  mennlv  of  Mejia,  the 
General  cominauding,  that  ihey  assert  that 
with  a  little  more  ammunition  thev  couhl  car- 
ry the  city  by  storm.  The  Uepubliean  forces 
had  captured  the  little  town  of  Catorr.n,  in 
I.con,  and  secured  muskets  and  ammunition. 
"Moreover,"  adds  the  oflicer  iu  command, 
"the  inhabitants  of  tlmt  town  furnished  me 
18,000  for  ihc  use  of  the  troops  at  the  Pass  of 
Cal)ra8. 

The  .Tuarists  alsoclaiiu  to  have  defeated  900 
Imperialists  with  'JOO  cavalry,  and  arc  further 
said  to  occupy  the  town  of  Caravail. 

The  papers  made  light  of,  and  entirely  de- 
ny these  successes.  Juarez,  is  nt  Chihuhua 
with  .5,(X)0men.  Ly  way  of  Hav;inna  we  also 
have  advices  from  the  City  of  Mexico,  to  the 
7fh.  The  outrages  of  guerrillas  was  being 
checked  by  an  organized  campaign  against 
thcinby  the  Imperial  troops.  The  Hcpubli- 
c.'in  forces  under  Cortinas  and  Iscobado  have 
fought  a  dcspeariUe  engagement  of  three 
hours  duration  with  a  column  of  Mejia's  tlivis- 
ion  at  Los  Coloros,  in  the  State  of  Mievo  Leon. 
After  tiring  their  la.st  cartridge,  the  Imperial- 
ists fell  back  in  good  order.  Very  heavy  and 
lasting  rains  had  fallen  near  the  capital,  the 
Vallej' of  Mexico  being  in  some  places  com- 
pletely inundated,  c  .using  jonsideraldc  .lam- 
age  to  roads  and  farms  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Valley.  The  stage  road  l)etween  Mexico  and 
Puclila,  was  impassatde,  and  to  such  an  ex- 
tent at  one  point  that  pa.ssengcrs  and  bag- 
gage had  to  be  transferred. 

The  Tribune's  City  of  Mexico  correspondent 
says  the  news  from  S.  nora  is  that  the  evacu- 
ation of  that  State  by  Juarez  was  caused  by 
the  insubordination  of  his  soldiers,  who  re- 
fused to  serve  him  any  longer.  General  Pes 
quern,  who  is  in  command  of  ilerroosillo,  was 
abandoned  by  his  men.  Out  of  a  garrison  of 
1,000  soldiers,  2.50  alone  consented  to  remain 
with  him.  The  i-ity  of  Aposcura,  in  the 
Northern  part  of  Sonora,  has  pronounced  for 
the  Empire. 

The  French  prisoners  of  war,  and  soldiers 
of  Algerian  trailleurs,  who  were  held  captive 
in  that  city,  have  recovered  their  freedom. 
Tfcc  force  of  Daru  (jarza  1.50  strong,  has  l>een 
routed  near  Montcmoielas,  by  Liciit.  Fisalwy, 
of  the  French  army,  aud  lost  10  men.  The 
inhabitants  of  Tczan,  against  whom  these 
bands  intended  to  operate,  organized  them- 
selves into  a  sort  of  militia,  and  nave  by  their 
bravery  contributed  to  repulse  and  defeat 
them. 

The  Government  is  actively  engaged  in  ob- 
taining lands  from  the  wealthy  land  proprie- 
tors of  the  country  for  the  purpo.sc  of  trans- 
ferring them  to  immigrants  who  h.ive  either 
landed  in  Mexico,  or  who  contemplate  going 
thitlier.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  has  ad- 
dressed a  cicu  I  ar  to  the  prefects  of  dcpart- 
nien;s,  advising  them  to  invite  owner>  of 
bacundas  to  yield  10  the  sttite  on  conditions 
advantageous  to  the  emigrants  a  portion  of  the 
land  not  under  cultivation.  In  doing  this  tho 
Government  does  not  pretend  to  deprive  the 
real  estate  owners  of  their  legitimate  rights. 
It  leaves  them  entirely  free  to  exact  such  con- 
ditions as  they  like.  It  will  sec  that  these 
conditions  be  fultillcd,  and  to  this  end  acts  as 
an  agent  between  iuimigrants  and  tfic  propri- 
etors. At  the  same  lime  the  latter  arc  ad- 
vised that  the  Go\ernment  asks  for  the  lands 
at  their  disposal  from  .JO  cents  to  ^[..W  an 
acre,  according  to  the  value  of  the  land  and 
the  niimt>er  of  acres  bought. 

The  Tnbunv's  Matauioras  correspondent 
says  the  success  met  with  by  the  force  under 
Gen.  Kscobado  has  encouraged  the  Liberal 
party  to  fresh  cllbrts.  In  aud  about  Camargo 
there  is  now  a  good  force  of  alwut  GOO  men, 
among  them  'J.j  or  :jO  oHicers  who  have  served 

in  the  Cnitcd  States    ami    Conluloiuto    Statot 

armxs. 

These  will  prove  good  soldiers  in  armv  op- 
erations that  require  courage  and  skiil  A 
second  body  of  some  oOO  men  is  at  Micr,  21 
miles  trom  Camargo,  and  oiher  points  south 
of  the  place  are  band.s  ot  200  to  300  men. 
In  all  there  is  a  force  of  aI)out  2,.5C0  ready  for 
the  next  blow  to  be  struck  at  the  enemy. 

Under  date  of  the  7th  of  September,  this 
coricspondent  says  the  entire  force  of  the 
Liberals  lying  about  the  San  Juan  river  has 
been  put  in  motion,  but  what  their  plans  are 
is  not  known  yet.  The  plan  may  be  to  attack 
this  place  at  once  cr  to  operate  in  the  State  of 
New  Leon,  which  lies  to  tho  west  of  this 
place. 

Cortinas,  after  a  good  deal  of  Insubordina- 
tion, has  been  forced  into  the  traces,  and  is 
now  acting  as  if  in  proper  spirits,  and  with 
the  intention  to  do  some  deed  of  note.  To- 
day he  crossed  from  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio 
Grande  with  his  command,  estimated  at  .500 
men,  and  three  rilled  guns.  The  guns  were 
delivered  to  him  some  time  ago  by  order  of 
Gen.  Steele 

I  think  that  an  attack  Avill  be  made  upon 
this  place  within  three  days,  and  that  if  any 
other  movement  be  made,  it  will  be  only  as 
a  feint.

Trial  uf   a    (llii|i'i,  C'r<>n    fur  .Tlutiuy. 

Nlw  Vokk,  Sept.  27. 

Thirty  three  of  the  crew  of  Ihc  ship  Calhoun 
were  arraigned  to-day,  charged  by  the  Capt. 
ain  with  mutiny. 

It  appeared  from  the  complaint  that  on  the 
2l8t  of  September  there  was  a  quarrel  between 
the  cook  and  .some  of  the  crew.  The  Boat- 
swain interfered  to  protect  the  cook,  aud  a 
joint  assault  was  made  on  them.  Seeing  the 
excited  state  of  affairs,  the  Eoanwain  retreat- 
ed, where  he  was  joined  by  the  2nd.  The 
two  officers  armed  themselves  and  came  back, 
and  after  warning  the  crew,  fired  several 
shots  among  them  which  took  fatal  effect  on 
two  or  three  of  tliciii.  The  Capt.  came  out  at 
this  juncture,  and  the  crew  at  once  demanded 
that  the  ofllcers  should  be  put  in  irons,  or  thev 
would  hang  them.  The  Capt.  complied  w  itli 
their  wishes,  and  ironed  the  twain  on  near- 
ing  this  port.  The  crew  then  took  out 
the  orticers  and  placed  them  in  the  wheel- 
house,  keeping  guard  over  them  till  they  ar- 
rived at  this  i)ort.  The  crew,  on  the  other 
hand,  say  they  were  most  foully  used  ind 
kept  on  short  of  rations,  and  what  they  did 
have  was  badly  cooked ;  on  the  day  in  ques- 
tion their  food  v.as  unfit  to  eat,  and  they  went 
to  the  cook  to  demand  letter.  The  cook  re- 
plied that  it  was  good  enough  for  them,  and 
assaulted  one  of  them  with  a  large  fork.  The 
boatswain  here  interfered  and  was  driven  out 
of  the  galley.  The  crew  say  that  the  difficul- 
ty was  ended,  but  that  the  miife  and  boa'- 
swain  armed  thcuiselvesand  fired  rightamong 
the  crew  and  passengers,  without  an  instant's 
warning.  F.xasperaied  at  this,  and  fearing 
more  violence  at  their  hands,  they  did  insist 
upon  the  Captain  locking  the  offenders  up  un- 
til the  ship  arrived  here  The  case  was  set 
down  for  examination  on  Friday  next.

I  few  brief  ni.d  ^Tneral  re 
mark:i;  but  under  the  inspiratun  of  his  theme 
and  the  clo.se  attention  of  his  lirgo  audience, 
the  speaker  extended  his  addicss  to  upw»rdN 
of  an  hourskn:;th.  Retook  or  h.s  snbjcct 
-he  War  and  the  Issues  growimr  out  I'f  it. 

He  began  by  saying,  ia  aibstance,  that 
while  onr  people  cbaled  some^vllat,  in  Ihe  l>e- 
j,inning  of  the  eoniliet,  under  Ihe  iadiifereut 
and  even  unfriendly  bearing  o  European  n.i 
tions  towards  us,  wo  must,  on  i  calm  review 
of  the  caiconcede  that  their  confident  j're- 
dictions  of  our  failure,  were  jusiiiied  i>y  the 
teachings  of  history,  as  to  thf  result  of  all 
prior  rebellions  so  e.\tens  it>  as  ours. 
He  then  pointed  out  ihe  distinguishing 
feature  in  our  war  th;tt  gave  the 
North  an  immense  advantage  i  i  the  linal  is- 
sue, an  advantage  greater  peihaps  than  our 
superior  numbers,  wealth  and  intelliirencc, 
and  compensating  greatly  for  the  disadvan- 
tage ot  waging  the  war  in  a  li  istile  and  em- 
phatically unknown  soil.  '1  his  advantage 
consisted  in  the  slave  population  of  the  South, 
which  by  the  Proclamation  of  llniancipation. 
were  supplied  with  a  motive  foi  becoming  our 
most  active  and  etlieient  fricm  ».  There  fol- 
lowed a  calm  and  judicious  1  ut  most  well- 
deserved  tribute  to  the  colorci!  citizens  of  the 
South  for  their  services  in  tuning  the  .scale 
of  victon.-  finally  in  our  favor. 

Mr.  Greeley  passed  from  thii  topic  to  the 
issues  of  the  last  Presidential  election,  aver- 
ring that  that  election  was  the  iiirning  point 
of  the  war:  that  h.id  Mr.  Lincolibecn  dcleat- 
etl  we  should,  in  his  opinion,  li;ivc  hj«d  lirst  a 
truce,  then  an  arranged  separa  ion,  and  nl;i- 
matcly  a  reunion  under  the  Montijomcry 
Constitution ,  that  So  prcat  is  J'le  gravitativc 
of  the  Inion.  so  strong  the  coin  sive  principle 
growing  out  of  our  geographit  al  proximity, 
and  the  immense  power  of  t!ic  Mississippi  and 
Its  tributatory  rivers  (lowing  over  many  dc 
grees  of  latitude  to  the  »ea.  Hat  wc  sbonid 
not  have  remained  pcrmaneuily  disuniied, 
and  tluit  we  should  probably  have  overcome 
our  moral  repugnance  to  the  ,  lave  system, 
and  finally  all  have  come  tog' thcr  under  a 
government  in  which  slavery  wu  ild  have  been 
the  corner-stone,  -o  that  the  rc^  I  issue  of  the 
contest  was  not  so  much— sh.dl  the  Union 
stand  -  as  shall  it  be  a  govcrnn  ent  in  which 
freedom  shall  become  universal  .tnd  supreme  .- 
Mr  Greeley  then  proceeded  to  state  his 
well-known  views  as  to  the  el.  mency  to  be 
shown  to  the  reUl  leaders,  urdng  that  we 
shall  regard  the  conlliot  past  as  a  eiri/  tear, 
and  not  simply  as  a  rebellior.  From  this

vor  of  impartial  Murragc.  lien'  he  l>clieved 
was  the  great  peril  of  the  futun  j  that  in  our 
haste  to  restore  civil  rule  in  the  South,  wc 
shall  fail  lo  in>ist  on  a  /■.•<!/  frcci  om,  and  shall 
restore  to  power  the  Southern  o  igarehy,  who 
so  nearly  destroyed  the  govcmiiicnt. 

As  Mr.  Greeley  proceeded  will  his  address, 
it  ^\as  clear  that  he  hu-l  studic  1  profoiiiuiiy 
the  subj.ct  be  was  elaborating,  and  that  we 
were  listening,  not  to  the  superi  cial  views  of 
a  mere  weather-wise  poliiician,  but  to  the  ear- 
nest and  thoughtful  student  of  1  istory  and  of

I  was  setting  in  my  bat  k  ortlcc.  alone,  I 
heard  heavy  steps  at  the  threshold,  and  direi  t- 
ly  a  tall,  stalwart  Piedmoutese  burst  into  the 
place,  wearing  a  nervous  and  sinister  fai  e, 
and  his  mauuer  was  half  pleasing,  half  vehe- 
ment. 

"Dear,  e.\eellent  Signor,  delluhtfal  Mon- 
sieur," he  said  in  a  jargon  of  French  and  Ital- 
ian, "bountiful  consul '  y.ai  must  protect  a 
poor  fellow  who  h,is  a  brother  in  the  free  land 
of.\meriea.  I  am  pursued  by  enemies;  they 
seek  to  imprison  in  me  a  secret  which  is  my 
riches.

There  lieing  a  noise  in  the  front  olliee  iust 
here,  the  fellow,  trembling  like  a  leaf,  thrust 
into  my  hand  a  packet  of  papers,  and 
implored  by  al  possible  epithct-s  and  en- 
deariiicnts  to  get  him  out  of  sight.

<  >nc  of  the  workmc:;  here  came  to  me,  hold- 
ing something  in  his  hornv  ralm.  as  bii;  as 
my  own  great  pi.--c.ssioii.  I  dropped  the  t<«pa;: 
with  a  cr}-.  The  dolt  was  carrving  a  marvel- 
lous emerald. 

We  all  Itxjked  into  one  another's  faces  a 
moment,  and  then  the  whole  fourruhedto 
the  fis«ure;  the  usually  dark  and  grey  debris 
shone  keenly  here  and  there,  and  I  saw  in  an 
instant  that  there  had  ticen  some  strange  con- 
vulsion at  this  part  of  the  mountain;  all  the 
strata  lay  in  this  small  space,  cru-hed  or  bit- 
ten through  with  a  grtjat  Rraniie  upheaval, 
and  the  various  orders  hul  i.oen  lifteil  almost 
vertically;  a  coarse  micaceous  sandstone, 
traversed  b'-  what  seemed  accidental  veins  of

I   sjMirncd  Ihe   quart/,  with  niy  feet 
as  if  it  were  iiilanvible,  ami  held  to  the  light 
a  palm,  (!;led  with  all    lusters  of  worth— me- 
tallic udamanline.   viicrous,   resinous,  silkv, 
pearly,   some    phosphoresc-cnt,  sonic   full  ot 
Strang  epolariziition,  i-omp<isea   with  shifting 
pletxurt'isms,  and   crystalizeil    from    simple 
culHts  to  innumombie  facts,  wliercio  the  tre- 
tri'contfn'o  Itedton   was  a   plane  alone;  but 
these  things  were  too  manifest    for  doubt.     I 
considered,  that.  f)ccau<e  this  phase  of  nature 
was  rare,  and  never  until  now  di.selosed  to 
man,  it  need  not  therefore  l>e  impossible ;  for 
in  the  endless  labratory  of  nature  ray  race 
had   until  now  penetrated  only   the  portal, 
while  1  was  sitting  in  the  heart  of  the  Alps,  a

They  were  already  testifying  how 
ill  prosperity  consorts  with  ignorance. 

In  all  this  I  am  rendering  myself  liable  to 
the  penalty  ot  the  law;  bnt  the  crimes  that 
1  admit  will  not,  at  least,  lose  me  my  life.

New  Yiirk,  Sept.  H-i.— The  Soiithon  Advo- 
I  «ti-  ol  the  ISth  says;  The  followin>:  cxtrnot, 
wliifh  liatj  just  been  published,  is  from  the  late 
Tresident  Lincoln's  letter  Ui  Ucn.

ConKrcss  will  no  doubt 
exact  the  right  of  universal  htitlrape  for  the 
blacks— why  utii\er.-al  iimnesty  should  be 
withheld  uiiiil  that  time,  we  are  unable  to  sec.

REPORT  OF  THE  RACES  YESTERDAY. 


The    Fair    lo    Clo<»e    Tu-Day. 


In  point  of  numl)erN  the  second  Jay  of  the 
State  Fair  largely  exceeiied  the  first,  there 
probably  not  being  'ess  than  seven  thousand 
present,  and  by  many  the  estimate  was  placed 
as  high  as  ten  thousand.  This  department  of 
the  Fair  (the  crowd)  is  all  that  conld  be  ex- 
pected with  our  present  facilities  for  travel. 
TK\  ire. 

We  hasten  tu  make  amend?  lor  having 
stated  yesterday  that  there  were  no  samples 
of  apples  present.  We  overlooked  some 
which  were  placed  on  exhibition  by  E.  W. 
Durant,  of  Stillwater.  Mr.  Darant  states  that 
they  were  raised  from  dwarf  trees,  five  feet 
high,  which  were  set  out  in-  1S62.  There 
were  twelve  apples  on  each  tree. 
They  blossomed  full,  but  the  young 
apples  were  blighted  and  fell  off.  Mr.  Durant 
wrapped  his  trees  in  straw  during  the  winter, 
and  six  out  of  twelve  bore  this  year. 

Mr.  Marthaler,  of  West  St.  Faul.  sent    in 
yesterdaj-    some    tine    varieties,     embracing 
among  others  the  Sweet  Pearl,  and  Holman, 
Sweeting. 

There  is  also  a  specimen  of  grafted  apples 
raised  by  Y.  Woodruff,  of  Waseca  county,* 
and  some  na'ive  apples. 

Some  fine  specimen  of  grapes  were  on  ex- 
hibition,and  a  sample  of  raspberries  equalling 
in  size  anything  we  have  ever  seen. 

The  display  of  fmit  is  good  as  far  as  it  goes, 
but  it  is  not  creditable  to  the  State,  and  the 
rap  given  the  farmers  by  Mr.  Greeley  in  his 
lecture  was  deserved. 

ADDITIONAL    ENTKlE.s. 

Nearly  two  hundred  additional  entries  were 
made  yesterday,  and  more  would  have  been 
u  the  books  could  have  been  kept  open  longer. 
The  people  are  just  beginning  to  ascertain 
that  the  design  of  the  Fair  is  to  exhibit  arti- 
cles. 


A«ldrr«al><  iho  Hen.  Uerurt*  Cirevlry. 

The  leading  feature  of  the  day  was  the  ad- 
dress by  Ilcn.  Horace  Greeley,  which  took 
place  from  the  music  stand  at  2  r.  m.  a 
dense  crowd  surrounded  the  stand,  and  list- 
ened intently  to  the  address. 

He  said  every  speaker  at  an  agricultural 
iair,  not  a  farmer,  labors  under  the  discour- 
agement that  most  of  the  hearer«i  think  they 
know  more  than  he  does. 

lie  bad  <ome  tolerably  bold  suggestions  to 
make,  but  he  postponed  them  until  to-day,  in 
order  to  prove  his  saniry  by  h-s  lecture  yes- 
terday, thus  making  them  more  ready  to  be 
favorably  impressed  by  what  was  to  come. 

Tod-iy  I  will  speak  to  you  upon  ihesulject 
of  the  education  of  the  farmer.  Though  I  do 
not  know  as  much  a^  I  oughi  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  fanning,  having  left  that  tield  of  labor 
forty  years  ago  for  the  workshop,  still  I  ought 
to  know  something  of  the  advantages  of  edu- 
cation frrra  the  imperfection  of  my  own. 

Whatever  may  be  said  ot  thi.-s,  that  or  the 
other,  good  farrainsr  makes  meu  rich,  i^nd 
poor  farming  makes  ihem  p->or.  I  believe 
most  firm'y  in  gixxl  firming. 

The  laws  which  ngulato  f:ir!ning  Mhi-rc  I 
live  are  not  applicable  in  all  re.-pects  here.  In 
every  place  the  farmer  most  fill  b.ick  on  his 
own  jadinnent,  and  bo  governed  by  cncjm- 
stances  applicable  to  his  own  cH>ndition. 

We  live  in  an  age  where  science  has  ob- 
tained a  ma«tcry  which  in  former  :iges  was 
unknown,  and  he  is  not  likely  to  be  skilled 
in  his  vocation  who  has  nothing  more  than 
practical  knowledge.  Theory  is  the  settled 
and  final  conclasion  derived  from  the  consid- 
eration of  applicable  facts.  Some  farmers 
pride  themselves  upon  being  practical  and 
discarding  all  theories,  but  in  this  they  com- 
mit a  a  grave  error.  Take  for  example  Lie- 
big's  Agricultural  Chemistry,  and  I 
care  not  how  practical  a  man  may 
be,  he  cannot  read  and  mas- 
ter that  without  becoming  a  better  farmer.  It 
may  contam  a  hundred  matters  not  important 
10  him,  while  others  will  be  of  incalculable 
value.  Every  farmer  is  to  some  extent  a 
practical  chemist  irom  the  fact  that  he  applies 
labor  to  rude  materials  and  transforms  them 
oto others,  and  this  is  esscntielly  the  basis  of 
chemistry. 

GEOLOGY. 

So  geotogy  is  a  source  of  perpetual  aid  to 
the  farme-.  I  expect  the  time  will  come  when 
a  man  will  be  able  to  turn  over  a  shovel  fu.l 
of  earth  here  and  there  and  determine  with 
accuracy  the  value  of  the  land  per  acre. 

>'ol  long  since  the  lands  along  the  shore  of 
Lake  Eric  sold  fur  forty  dollars  per  acre. 
Within  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  discov- 
ered that  the  soil  is  adapted  to  grape  culture, 
and  the  land  which  sold  for  forty  is  now  worth 
four  hundred  dollars  per  acre.  The  farmers 
ought  to  have  found  this  out  fifty  years  ago. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

Our  common  schools  arc  the  most  valnablc 
of  all  our  possessions.  A  friend  remarked  to 
me  during  the  late  rebellion  that  he  feared 
the  principles  of  Republican  government 
would  fail.  I  replied  that  we  could  af- 
ford to  fight  fifty  years,  if  as  the  re 
suit  we  preserved  our  common  schools 
and  the  right  of  trial  by  jury.  With  only  the 
right  to  fairly  select  twelve  good  men  to  sit  on 
the  jury  box,  and  the  common  schools  to  ed- 
ucate the  children,  ours  would  be  the  best  in- 
stitutions in  the  world. 

Too  many  things  are  taught  in  our  schools 
which  distract  children  irom  the  path  which 
they  should  pursue.  It  is  a  great  mistake  to 
teach  algebra  and  not  chemistry  and  geology. 
These  are  the  most  important  studies  which 
are  to  be  used.  We  all  need  to  know  some 
things  which  the  common  schools  do  teach 
but  others  are  important  which  they  do  not 
teach. 

The  statement  is  made  that  while  digging 
the  Mount  Cenis  tunnel  the  lal)orers  have  dis- 
t  overed  an  immense  bed  of  diamonds,  and 
that  the  English  and  French  governments 
immediately  towk  possession,  and  will  sell 
them  for  their  benefit.  While  this  may  be 
untrue,  we  know  that  such  treasures  do  lie 
everywhere  around  us.  You  cannot  run  a 
railroad  to  the  Pacific  without  discovering 
ninerals  as  valuable  as  the  road. 


It  is  within  the  memo  y  of  many  young 
persons  when  the  swamp,  of  New  England 
were  considered  utterly  \»ortble*s..  Now  im- 
mense beds  of  peat  arc  A  und  in  them,  which 
ifford  the  cheapest  and  b  ist  fuel  in  Nc.v  Eng- 
land. I  believe  the  sam  i  substance  will  be 
Sound  to  exist  here  in  at  undaucc.  It  needs 
'>nly  more  knowledge  tu  make  more  thicc;s 
kvailable. 

It  is  withm  my  rccollC' lion  when  a  iiiiccr 
irenius  went  to  Fhiladclp  lia  with  a  cart  lo:d 
of  coal.  He  traversed  th  u  city,  otTerlng  it  to 
numerous  individuals  w  ithout  .success,  and 
tically  he  was  glad  to  thr  iw  it  away  and  make 
his  escape.  Nowihecoa  of  rennsylvania  is 
worth     more     than    all     the     ^old    mines 

[lie  spoke  of  the  utilit)  of  wecd3,  and  ex- 
pressed his  confidence  in  their  having  komc 
beneficial  qualities.  lie  thought  that  some 
ivccd,  perhaps  the  Canud  t  thistle,  mi^ht  be 
iscd  to  rccuporite  the  dc  crt  plains  west  of 
us,  and  ultimately  make  Uicniprt'ductivc.  lie 
came  town  the  .\meric.in  liomboldt  river 
s;\  years  ago,  und  thoui(!)t  that  the  land  na.s 
worthless,  ami  that  a  ma  i  would  be  a  fool  to 
give  a  cent  an  acre  lot  it.  Now  it  is  found  to 
al'ound  in  silver.  He  u  gcd  at  some  length 
he  use  of  agricultural  ruidcrs  in  school,  and 
;»i  clfoit  to  tCiU'h  agriculti  re.  The  tcndcni-y  he 
considered  to  be  to  teach  children  not  to  love 
the  farm.  If  he  had  known  there  was  any 
science  about  agriculture  any  thing  more  than 
what  could  be  pcrformcil  l>y  an  ox  inst<.'ad  of 
a  man,  he  would  have  leinaincd  on  n  fjrm. 
NotoBly  iHiys  and  girls,  but  p.irents  I'uil  to 
love  the  farm.  You  ncvr  find  a  man  taking 
Lis  brightest  son  for  the  arm.  If  a  man  has 
four  sons  he  will  select  tl  e  brightest  to  be  fit- 
ted for  a  lawyer,  the  ne  tt  one  for  a  doctor, 
the  third  for  a  minister,  und  the  fourth,  who 
is  good  for  nothing  else,  or  the  farm.  This 
plan  he  deprecated,  claiming  that  the  first 
should  be  a  farmer.  Tht  subject  of  agricul- 
tural colleges  passed  in;  leview.  He  thought 
nineteen  outof  twenty  mi  ;ht  fail,  but  il  a  good 
one  was  final'.y  built  it  would  lead  to  a  hundred 
others.  He  gave  an  acco  tnt  of  the  farmer's 
club  in  New  York  city,  composed  of  those 
who  had  property  ontsidi.  und  advised  the 
holding  of  weekly  agricaltural  meetings  in 
every  township.  He  als  >  vividly  contrasted 
city  life  with  country.  P  'ople  in  the  east  neg- 
lected to  beautify  their  lomes  because  they 
expected  to  move  west  ir  a  short  time,  and 
here  he  hoped  they  had  r  cached  a  point  where 
they  could  select  and  ma  ;e  homes. j 

1  have  looked  about  iic  some,  and  have 
been  unable  to  find  any  great,  magnificent 
nursery  in  this  State.  1  liere  should  be  one 
immediately,  here  at  thi  centre  where  uot 
only  fruit  trees  but  all  ki  ids  of  trees  can  be 
raised.  There  ought  to  la  a  nursery  of  a  mil- 
lion trees  here  before  an*  ther  year. 

[He  spoke  of  the  sharp  windswhich  abound 
in  this  country,  and  ad?  jcatcd  the  planting 
of  evergreen  trees  in  rowi,  as  a  protection  tor 
fruit  trees.
